As Mr. Alderman has shown, the invasion of the Soviet Union was the 
culmination of plans meticulously laid by the conspiratorse We wish now to 
introduce evidence upon the conspirators' plans for the spoilation and Germane 
ization of the Soviet Union after thcir anticipated conqucste 

The Chief Prosecutor for the Sovict Union will demonstrate what the 
execution of these plans meant in terms of human suffering and miscrye We 
submit that the few exhibits which we nropose to offer at this time will show 
the following:

It is submitted, your Honors, that this document discloses, on 
its face, a studicd plan to murder millions of innocent people through 
starvation, It reveals a program of premeditated murcer of millions 
of innocent people, through starvation. It reveals 2 program of 
premeditated murder on a scale so vast as to stagger the human 
imagination, Mr. Elwyn Jones, of the British delegation, will 


subsequently show that this plan was, in effect, the logical

culmination of general objectives, clearly announced by Adolf Hitler 
in "licin Kampf," Each defendant in the box was fully aware of these 
zeneral objectives when he cormittec the acts with which he is charged 

I next introduce in evidence a document no less damarin: than the 
one I have just quoted, This document is Document No, L=22l, which 
is U.S... Exhibit 317. This is a top secret memorandum, dated 16 
July, 1941, of a conference at the Fuehrer's headquarters, concerning 
the war in the East. It scems to have been prepared by Defendant 
Bormann, because his initials appear at the top of page le It was 
captured by the United States Counter-Intellirence Branche 

The text of the memorandum indicates that the confcrence was 
attended by Hitler, Lammers, and Defendants Goering, Keitel, Rosenberg 
and Bormann. 

The exhibit is particularly important for the livtht it throws 
upon the conspirators! plan to Germanize conquered areas of the Sovict 
Union. It is important also for its disclosure cf the utterly fraudulent 
character of the whole Nazi propaganda prosram, It shows how the 

onspirators sousht to deccive the entire world; how they pretended 


to pursue one course of 
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` "2. To emphasize that we are liberators. 

"In particular: The Crimea has to be evacuated by all foreigners and 
to be settled by Germans only. In the same way the former Austrian part of 
Galicia will become Reich territory. 

"Our present relations with Roumania are good, but nobody knows what 
they will be at any future time, This we have to consider, and we have to 
draw our frontiers accordingly, One ought not to be dependent on the good 
will of other people, We have to plan our relations with Roumania in 
accordance with this principle, 

"On principle, we have now to facc the task of cutting up the giant 
cake according to our needs, in order to be able: 

"first, to dominate it; 

"second, to administer it, and; 

"third, to exploit it, 

"The Russians have now ordered partisan warfare behind our front, This 
partisan war again has some advantage for us; it enables us to eradicate 
everyone who opposes us, 

"Principles: Never again must it be possible to ereate a military 
power west of the Urals, even if we have to wage war for a hundred years in 
order to attain this goal, avery successor of the Fuehrer should know, 
security for the Reich exists only if there are no foreign military forces 
west of the Urals: it is Germany who undertakes the protection of this area 
against 211 possible anger. Our iron principle is and has to remain: 

We must never permit anybody but the Germans to carry arms," 

I next quote from page 3, lines 19 to 31 of the English text, In the 
German text this is at the last 13 lines of page 5, 

"The Fuehrer emphasizes that the entire Baltic country will have to be 
incorporated into Germany, 

"At the same time the Crimea, including 2 considerable hinterland, 
(situated north of the Crimea) should become Reich territory; the hinterland 
Should be as large as possible, 

"Rosenberg objects to this because of the Ukrainians living there, 


"incidental question: It occurred to me several times that Ros: enberg has 
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“a soft spot for the Ukrainians; thus he desires to aggrandize thè former 
Ukraine to a considerable extent." 

Departing from the text for just 2 moment, it may be noted paren- 
thetically that his was the only aspect of the Germanization program, out- 
lined by Hitler at this meeting, to which Rosenberg ob jected in anyw aye 
Resuming the quotation: 

"The Fuehrer emphasizes furthermore that the Volge. Colony, too, will 
have to become Reich territory, also the district around Baku; the latter 
will have to become a German concession (military colony)," 

Thus, the program, as outlined by the conspirators at this meeting of 
16 July, 1941, called for the unlawful incorporation of a part of Galicia 
and all of the Baltic countrics into Germany; and for the unlawful con- 
version of the Crimea and areas north of it, the Volga territory and the 
district around Baku, into German colonies, 

In further support of this point, I invite the attention of your 
Honors to Document No. 1029-Ps » already introduced in evidence by Mir, Alder- 


man, as Exhibit No. U.S.A, 145, This Gocument was not included in your 





Document Book, your Honors » but has been read into the record by ir, 
Alderman, pages 1202 and 1203. This document is entitled, "Instruction 
for a Reich Commissar in the Baltic Countries and White Russia," 

THE PRESIDENT: Where are you quoting from? 

CAPTAIN HARRIS; Sir, it is not included in the Decument Book, but it 
is in the record, at pages 1202 am 1203. In the German text, the original 
which we have here, it is at pages number 2 and 3, 

THE PRESIDENT: Of 1202-ps? 

CAPTAIN HARRIS: No sir, 1202 of the record, The PS Number is 1029, 
That is U.S.A, Exhibit Number 145. 

"The aim of a Reich Commissar for Esthonia » Latvia, Lithuania and White 
Russia (last two words added in pencil) must be to strive to achieve the 
form of a German protectorate, and then transform the region into part of 
the German Reich by Germonizing racially possible elements, colonizing 
Germanic races and banishing undesirable eléments, The Baltic Sea must bee 


come a Germanic inland Sea, under the guardianship of Greater Germany," 
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I now offer in evidence Document No. EC-3, which is U.S.A. Exhibit 
No, 318. This document was likewise found among the captured OKW files 
at Fechenhcim, This document, your Honors, is offered as direct proof 
of the fact, to which we have previously referred, that even in the food 
surplus areas of the occupied regions of the Ukraine, the conspirators 
planned to allocate food on a basis which left virtually nothing for those 
persons who were not engaged in the compulsory production of commodities 
for the German war machine. This document, as well 2s Document No. EC-126, 
which was introduced a few moments ago and others we offer, should, it is 
submitted, be rend in the light of the explicit provision in Article 52 of 
the Hague Regulations of 1907, that requisiticns in kind and services shall 
not be demanded from municipalities or inhabitants except for the needs of the 
army of occup:tion, 

I first quote from page 3, lines 21 to 23 of the English text of EC-3. 
In the German text it appears at page 13, lines 1 to 3. The particular doc- 
ument from which I sm about to quote is 2 top secret memorandum, dated 
16 September, 1941, concerning 2 mevting of German military officicls, 
presided over by Defendant Goering, The memorandum was signed by General 
NAGL, liaison officer between Defendant Gocring's Four Year Plan Office and 


the OKW, I now quote: 
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"At this conference which was concerned with the better exploitation 
of the occupied territories for the German food economy, the Reich 
Marshal called attention to the following:--" 

I next quote from the first two paragraphs of page of the 
English text. The German text is at page 13, third and fourth para- 
graphs. 

"It is clear that a graduated scale of food allocations is needed. 

"First in line are the combat troops, then the remainder of troops 
in enemy territory, and then those troops stationed at homee The rates 
are adjusted accordingly. The supply of the German non-military popu- 
lation follows and only then comes the population of the occupied 
territories." 

I now quote from another portion of this cocument, starting at 
our page l of the English text. This is a memorandum, dated 25 November, 
194l, relating to the general principles of economic policy in the 
newly-occupied Eastern ‘territories, as prescribed in a conference held 
in Berlin on 8 November 194l. This memorandum w2s written by General 
Nagle It is on the stationery of the Supreme Headquarters Armament 
Procurement Office with the Reich Marshal Goering. 

I quote from lines 13 to the bottom of page le 

THE FRESIDENTs: I'ent this document, the part you are going to 
read now, merely cumulative to EC-126, which you have just read to us, 
that economic policy directive? 

CAPTAIN HARRIS : It further proves that fact, sire I can omit 
it, if you like. 

THE PRESIDENT: It doesn't seem to 1dd to ite 

CAPTAIN HARRIS: It is a rather obvious point and I will concede 
to your Honor. I shall pass on to the next point. 

On 17 July, 1941, Hitler and the Defendant, Keitel issued a 
decree, appointing Defendant Rosenberg as the Reich Minister for the 
occupied Eastern territories, This was the day following the meeting 


at the Fuehrer's headquarters, which is reported in Document No. 1-221 


and from which we have already quoted at length.

pages 27 and 28, articles 2 and he 

"The Civil Administration in the newly-occupied Eastern territories 
where these territories re not included in the administration of the 
territories bordering on the Reich or the General Government, is sub- 
ject to the Reich Minister for the Occupied Bastern Territoricse 

"I appoint Reichsleiter Alfred Rosenberg as Reich Minister for 
tne occupied Eastern territoriese He will hold office in Berlin." 

Defendant Rosenber:''s views well fitted him for his task as one 
of the chief executioners of the conspirators! plans in the Soviet 
Unione His views were plainly expressed in a speech delivered on 20 
June, 190, and is set forth in Document Noe 058-7PS, new USA Exhibit 
Nos 1:7. I refer Your Honors to the first three sentences of the 
English text. The German text appears on page 9s last five lines anc 
continuing through to line 2 of page 10~. In the speech, Defendant 
Rosenberg stated, and Í quote: 

"The job of feeding the German people, stands, this year, without 
a doubt, at the top of the list of Germany's claims on the East; and 
here the southern territories and the northern Caucasus wili have to 
serve as a balance for the feeding of the German peoples We see abe 
solutely no reason for any obligation on our part to feed also the 


Russian people with the products of that surplus territcry. We KNOW 


that this is 2 harsh necessity, bare of any feelings." 
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I next offer in evicence Document Number EC=3h47, which is USA 
Exhibit Number 320, This document was likewise found among the 
captured files of the OKW,. It contains a set of directives issued 
by Defendant Rosenberg in his capacity as Reich Minister for the 
Occupicd Eastern Territories. 

I quote from the first two full peragraphs of page 1 of this 
exhibit. The German text is at pace 39, paragraphs l, anc 5, In 
these directives Defendant Rosenberg stated, and I quot 

"The principal task of the civilian administretion in the 
occupicd Eastern territories is to represent the interest of the 
keiche This basic principle is to be given prececence in all 
measures onc. consiccrationse Therefore, the oecupied territo rles, 
in the future, ney be permitted to have a life of thcir own in a form 
not as yet to be determined Howevor, they remain parts of the 
Greater German livin, spece and are a ways to be ¿governed according 
to this ;uicdins principles 


"Tho regulations of the Hague Convention on Inne Weare. which

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Mre Dodd has alroady introduced into evicence Document 29={PS, 
now USA Exhibit 165, in connection with the slave labor presentatione 
This document is a top secret memorandum, dated 5 October 1942, which 
was found in Defendant Rosenberg's files, It was written by a 
Mr, Braeutigam, who was a high official in Defendant Rosenberg's 
ministry for the occupied Eastern territories, I should like to 
quote two additional passages from this documente I quote from the 
English text page l, the first full paragraph, and lines 17 to 20, 
The German text is at page 1, the first full paragraph, and lines 
22 to 250 

"Ip the East, Germany is carrying on a three-fold war: a war 
for the destruction of Bolshevism, a war for the cestruction of the 
greater Russian Empire, anc finally a war for the acquisition of 
colonial territory for colonizing purposes anc economic exploitatione 

"With the inherent instinct of the Eastern peoples the primitive 
man soon found out also that for Germany the slocan: 'Lybcration 
fron Bolshevism!’ was only a pretext to enslave the Eastern peoples 
according to her own methods." 

This completes, Your Honors, the list of the exhibits with respect 
to the Soviet Union which we propose to introduce at this timee As I 
mentioned at the outset of this 


presentation, these exhibits do no

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disclose all of the conspirators! plan with respect to the occupied 
countries, but they cdo, we submit, show a constant pattern, a pattern 
of ruthless Germanization anc clestructione 

Tp conclusion we desire to offer into evidence two documents 
which disclose that German incustrialists anc financiers aiced and 
abetted Himmler in his relentless program of Germanization, exploita- 
tion, oppression and cestructiones 

I first offer in evicence Document Number EC-5h, which is USA 
Exhibit Number 321. This document was found in the vaults of the 


Stein Dank in Cologn amon;; the files of the banker, Baron Kurt von 


schroccer, by a joint 
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British-American team, headed by Colonel Kellam on the British side 
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and Captain Roth on the American side, It is a carbon copy of a letter 
from von Schroeder to Himmler, dated 27 August 1943, and bears von 
Schroeder's initials. I quote it in its entirety; 
"My very honorable Reichsfuehrer: 
"With great joy I learn of your appointment as Reichsminister 
of the Interior and take the liberty to extend my heartiest congratulations 
to you on assuming your now poste 
"A strong hand is now very necessary in the operation of this 
Department and it is unversally welcomed but especially by your friends 
that it was you whe were chosen for this by the Fuehrer. Please be 
assured that we will always co everything in our power at all times to 
assist you in every possible waye 
"I am pleased to inform you at this opportunity that your cirele 
of friends has again placed at your disposal this year a sum slightly 
in excess of RM 1 million for ‘special purposes,! An exact list showing 
the name of the contributors will be sent to you shortly. 
"Again all my best wishes = as well as those of my family = 
I remain yours, in old loyalty andi esteem, 
"Heil Hitler} Yours truly." 
I next cffer in evidence -= and this is the final exhibit, 
your Honors -= Document Noe EClj53, which is USA Exhibit 3225 This 
avcument was likewise found in the Stein Bank in Cologne by the above = 
menticned joint BSritish-American team. It is a carbon copy of a letter 
from von Schroeder to Himmler, dated 21 September 1943. bearing von 
Schroeder's initials, with the enclosed list of contributors == 
THE PRESIDENT: Captain Harris, on what principle do you suggest 
that either of these letters can possibly be evidence in this case? 
CAPTAIN HARRIS: Your Honors, at the time the motion to postpone 
the trial as to Gustav Krupp was argued before this Tribunal, the British 


chief prosecutor specifically stated that if it should be the decision 


of the Tribunal that Krupp should be dismissed, the evidence as to the 
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3 part which he, his firm, and other industrialists played in the 
preparation and conduct of the war would still be given to this Tribunal 
as forming part of the general conspiracy to which these defendants 
were involved, with divers other persons not now before the Courte 

Ihe evidence we are now offering, your Honors, is precisely 
of the type indicated by Sir Hartley Shawcrosse It is evidence which 
goes to prove the length and breadth of the general conspiracy which 

is allesed in the indictment. Evidence showing contributions as to 

one of the leacing conspirators, a conspirator who was in the forefront 

of the unlawful program to plunder public anc private property and to 

Germanize a large part of the world is itself submitted relevant to this 

proceedinge 

May I continue? 
THE PRESIDENT: Yese 
CAPTAIN HARRIS: l quote the last letter, EC+l53, in its 
entirety: 
"Dear Reichsleaders: 
"I thank ycu very much for your kind letter of the lth of this 
month with which you mace me very happy. At the same time, I am enclosing 
a list with the total amount of funds made available to you by your 
circle of friends and totalling RM 1,000,000. We are very glad indeed 

to render some assistance to you in your special ‘tasks and to be able to 

provice some small relief for you in your still further extended sphere 

of cuticse 

"Wishing you, dear Reichsleader, the best of luck, I remain 
in old loyalty and esteem. 

"Heil Hitler} Yours very trulye"™ 

I had intended, your Honor, to quote the name of the contributors. 
I shall note 

THE PRESIDENT: I don* think it would add to the expedition 
of the trial, do you? 


CAPTAIN HARRIS: Very well, sir. I am exceedingly grateful to 


your Honors for your very kind attentione 
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THE PRESIDENT: Yes, Colonel Storey. 

COLONEL STOREY: Do your Honors warit to proceed now before 
the recess? 

THE PRESIDENT: Perhaps we had better adjourn now for ten 
minutes. 

(Whereupon, at 11.45, a short recess was taken.) 

COLONEL STOREY: If the Tribunal please, the remainder of the 
presentation during the week will be concerning the criminal 
organizations. The first to be presented now is the Leadership 
Corps, including some of the illustrative crimes against the 
Churches, against the Jews, against the Trade Unions, and the 
operation of the Einsatzstab Rosenberg concerning the looting of 
art treasures. 

On the threshold of presenting the proof establishing the 
criminality of the Leadership Corps of the Nazi Party, it is in 
point to restate the Prosceution's thcory of this case. It is 
this. The Nazi Party was the central core of the common plan or 
conspiracy alleged in Count I of the Indictment, a conspiracy which 
contemplated and embraced the commission of crimes against the 
peace, war crimes and crimes against humanity as defined and 
denounced by the Charter. 

The Leadership Corps, upon the evidence, was responsible for 
planning, directing and supervising the criminal measures carried 
into exccution by the Nazi Party in furtherance of the conspiracy. 
More than this, as will be shovm, the members of the Leadership 
Corps themselves actively participated in the commission of 
illegal measures in aid of the conspiracy. In the light of the 
evidence to be offered this Tribunal, the Leadership Corps may be 
fairly described as the brain, the bacxbone and the dircctive arms 
of the Nazi Party. Its responsibilities are more massive and 


comprehensive than those of the army of followers it led and 
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directed in the assault against the peace loving peoples of this 

world. Accordingly, upon the record made in this case and now to 

be enlarged upon, the Prosecution requests this Tribunal to declare 
hat the Leadership Corps of the Nazi Party is a criminal group 

or organization in accordance with Article 9 of the Charter. 

At this time I should like to submit to the Tribunal the 
Document Book supporting the brief as USA Exhibit V. 

If your Honors please--diverting from the manuscript-—during 
the recess there was placed upon your bench the Document Book, which 
has each document marked by tab and each quoted portion embraced 
by red pencil marks for the assistance of your Honors. In addition, 
we have passed two documents that have already becn introduced in 
evidence: an enlarged copy of this chart, more detailed, which 
your Honors have before you, and another chart, in photostatic form, 
with reference to the Leadership Corps; and both of those will be 
identified later, 

I now procecd to present the proof relating to the composition, 
the functions, the responsibilities and powers of the Leadership 
Corps of the Nazi Party. First, what was the Leadership Gorps-- 

DR. ROBERT SERVATIUS (Counsel for the Leadership Corps of the 
NSDAP)-~interposing: After the last meeting I received a statement 
by Justice Jackson in which were proposals about the taking of 
evidence and the task of the discussion of certain questions which 
night arise. I cannot understand the scope of these proposals, and 
must therefore ask that I may at some time speak about these points 
again, if it is necessary. 

THE PRESIDENT: Of course, Counsel will have the opportunity 
of making a full argument in answer to the argument presented on 
behalf of the Prosecution. 

What I understood from Mr. Justice Jackson on Friday was 


that he proposed that the evidence on the question of criminal 
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organizations should be presented first, and the argument presented 


afterwards. 





Counsel for the organizations will, as I stated this morning, 
have the opportunity of calling evidence in answer to the evidence 
of the Prosecution, and will also have the opportunity of making 
whatever argument they think right in answor to the evidence and 
argument presented on behalf of the Prosecution. 

COLONEL STOREY: First, what was the Leadership Corps of the 
Nazi Party? What persons made up its membership? What vas its sige 
and scope? 

In considering the composition and organizational structure 
of the Leadership Corps it will be convenicnt for the Tribunal to 
refer to Document No. 2903~PS, which is this exhibit on the wall, 
and which was introduced by Mr. Albrecht at the opening of the trial. 
and, supplementing the chart on the wall, I now offer in evidence 
Document 2333-PS5, US Exhibit No. 22, which is a chart of the 
Leadership Corps of the Nazi Party, appearing at page 9 of a 
magazine published by the Chicf Education Office of the Nazi Party, 
entitled, "The Face of the Party." It is this little photostatic 


copy that you have. Later on we expect to put the big one

These charts, and the evidence to follow, show that tho Leadership 
Corps constituted the sum total of the officials of the Nazi partye, It 
included the Fuchrer at the tops the itcichsleiter, on the horizontal 
line; the Reich office holders, imeciately below; the five categorics 
of leaders who were area commanders, called the Hoheitstraeger, or 
"tarrsof sovercicnty", They are in the ret-lettored or rec=lined boxes 
at the bottom. They range all the way from the 40 odd Gauleiter in 
charge of large districts, down throuch the intermediate political 
leacers, the Ortssruppenleiter, the 2cllenleitcr, and finally, to the 
Blockleitcr, who were charred with looking after forty to sixty house- 
holds, and what may be best described as staff officers, attache to 
cach of the five levels of the noneitstraeer, 

Organized upon a hicrarchical basis, forminc a pyramical structure -= 
as appears from the chart which Your Honors hold in your hands--the 
principal political leaders on a scale of Jescenlin:; authority were: 

The Fuehrer, at the top, 

The Reichsleiter, as I have mentioned, and the main office and 
office holders, 

The Gauleiter, who were the ‘istrict leaders, with their staff 
officers, 

The Kreislciter, who were the county leaders, and staff officers. 


The Ortsgruppenleiter, local chapter leaders and staff officers. 


The Zellenleiter, who were the cell leaers, ani their staff officers, 


anc. then, finally, the Blockleitcr with his staff officers,

COLONEL STOREY: To prove that the Reichsleiter of the Le?“ership

list of itcichsleiter now to be offere? into evidence will include the 
followin; Defendants now on trial before this Tribune]: 
nosenbere, von Schirach, vick, Bormann, Hans Frank, and the 


late Defendant Robert Ley, 
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Evidence to be introduced will show that the Defendant Rosenberg was the 
leader of an organization mmed for hin, the Einsatzstab Rosenberg--which is 
not shown on this chart, if Your Honor please--which carried out a vast 
program of looting and plunder of art treasures throughout occupied Europe, 

The evidence will further show that, as representative of the Fuehrer 
for the supervision of Nazi ideology and schooling, Rosenberg participated 
in an aggressive campaign to undermine the Christian churches and tc super- 
sede Christianity by 2 German National Church founded upon a combination of 
irrationality, pseudo-scientific theories, mysticism, and the discredited 
cult of the racial state, It will further be shown that the late Defendant 
Ley, acting as the agent of Hitler and the Leadership Corps, directed the 
Nazi assault upon the incependent labor unions of Germany and that before 
destroying himself he first destroyed the bastion of republican society, a 
free and independent labor movement, replacing it by a Nazi organization, the 
German Labor Front, or the DAF, and employed this arganization as a means of 
exploiting the German labor force in the interests of the conspiracy and to 
instil Nazi ideology among the ranks of the German workers, 

It will be shown that the defendant Frick participated in the enactment 
of many laws which were designed to promote the conspiracy in its several 
phases, 

The Defendant Frick shares responsibility for the grave injury done by 
the officials of the Leadership Corps to the concept of the rule of law by 
virtue of his efforts to give the color of law and formal legality to a 
large volume of Nazi legislation, which was violntive of the rights of human- 
ity, such as the Nazi discriminatory legislation designed to degrade, 
stigmatize, and climinate the Jewish people of Germany and German occupied 
Europe. 

Though the Defendant Bormann is physically absent from the dock, the 
evidence as to his responsibility in directing and furthering the course of 
the Nazi conspiracy is here and expands with the record in this case, As 
Chief of the Party Chancellery, right under Hitler, the Defendant Bormann 
was an extremely important force in directing the activities of the Leader- 
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ship Corps. As will be shown, 2 decree of Janusry 16, 1942, provided that 
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the participation of the Party in 211 important legislation, governmental 
appointments, and promotions, had to be undertaken exclusively by Bormann, 
He took part in the preparation of all laws and decrees issued by the Reich 
authorities and gave his assent to those of the subordinate governments, 

I now refer to Document 2473-PS, US.. Exhibit No. 324. You will find 


th 
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English translation to contain a list cf the Reichsleiter of the NSDAP 
set forth on page 170 of this book, It was edited by the late Defendant 
anc Reichsleiter for Party Organization, Robert Ley, 

The following 15 Reichsleiter were in office in 1943, and I quote from 
pages l and 2 of Document 2473—PS, which read as follows, 

If the Tribunal please, I donit believe I will read all of them, but 
will call attenticn to only certain cf them, There were 15; there is sham 
on the boara most of them: 

Martin Bormann, Chief of the Party Chancery, 

Then we skip over to ‘"ilhelm Frick, Leader of the National Socialist 
faction in the Reichstag, shown on the big chart cver at the second box from 
the end on the right, 

Joseph Goebbels, Reichs Propaganda Leader of the NSDAP, shown also on 
the same level, 

Heinrich Himmler, Reich Leader of the SS; the Deputy of the NSDAP for 
all questions cf Germandom, 

Robert Ley, Reich Organization Leader of the NSDAP and leader of the 
German Labor Front, 

Victor Lutze, Chief of Staff of the SA, 

Alfred Rosenberg, Representative of the Fuchrer for the supervision of 
all mental and ideological training and education of the NSDAP. 

Baldur von Schirach, Reich Leader for the education of youth of the 
National Socialist Party, 


And then, finally, Franz Schwarz, Reich Treasurer 
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of the National Socialist Party. 

The principal functions of the Reichsleiter, which we might 
call directors, included the responsibility of carrying ort the tasks 
and missions assigned to them by the Fuehrer or by the Chief of the 
Party Chancellery, the Defendant Martin Bormann. The Reichsleiter were 
further charged with insuring that Farty policies were being executed 
in all the subordinate areas of the Reiche Tiey were also responsible 
for insuring a continucl flew of new leadership into the Panty. 

With respect tc the functicn and responsibilities of the 
Reichsleiter, I now quote from paze 20 of Document Noel893—8PS == you 
will find the rnwiber at the bottom of the pave, page 20, cf Noelt93—PS, 

"The NSDAP represents the pclitical conception, the politicsl 
conscience, and the political will of the German natione Political 
conception, political conscience ard political will are embodied in 
the person of the Fuehrer. Based cn his directives and in accordance 
With the program of the NSDAP, the organs of the Reich Directorate 
dirscticnally determine the political aims of the German people. It is 
in the Reich Directorate == or Reichsleiter == that the arteries of 
the orzanization of the German people and the State merge. It is the 
task of the separate organs of tke Reich Directorate tc maintain as close 
a contact as possible with the life cf the nation through thcir sub-offices 
in the Gau. 

"ihe structure of the Reich Directorate is thus that the channel 
from the lowest Party cffice vpwar’s shows the mcs: minute weaknesses 
and changes in the mood of the people, 

"another essential task of the Reich Directorate is to assure 
a good selection of leaders. It is the duty of tie Reich Directorate 
to sce that there is leedersnip in all phases of lite, a leadership which 
is firmly tied to National Socialist iceology and which promotes its 
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dissemination with 211 its evier wr, 


-t is the supreme task of the Reich Organization Leader to 
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preserve the Party as a wellesharpenec sword for the Fuehrer." 

The dominaticn of the German Government by the top members 
of the Leadership Corps was facilitated by a circular decree of the 
Reich Minister cf Justice, dated 17 February 193), which established 
equal rank for the offices within the Reichsleitung of the eadership 
Corps and the Reich offices of the German Government. In this decree 
it was expressly provided that "the supreme offices of the Reich Party 
Directorate are equal in rank to the supreme Reich Government authorities." 
The Party Manual termed the control exercised over the machinery of 
the Government by the Leadership Corps "the permeation of the State 
apparatus with the political will of the Party." 

At a later stave in this preceeding it will be shew that the 
Leadership Corps of the Nazi tarty incontestably dominated the German 
State and Government. The control by the Leadership Corps of the 
German Government was facilitated by uniting in the same Nazi chieftains 
both high office within the Reichsleitunz anc correspondine offices 
within the apparatus of covernment. For example, as shown in Document 
2903-FS, Goebbels was Reichsleiter in charve of Party propaganda, but 
he was also a cabinet minister in charze of propaganda and public 
enlizhtenmente 

Himmler held office within the Reichsleitung as head of the 
Main Office for Volkdom -= yu will notice the box right belww his name == 
anc also was Reichsfuehrer SS. At the same time, Himmler held the 
govermnental position of Reich Commissi- ner for the Consolidation of 
Germandom, and was the zovernmental head of the German police system. 

As will be shown, this personal union of high office in the 
leadership Corps and high governmental position in the same Nazi Leaders 
greatly accommocated the plan of the Leadership Corps to dominate and control 


the German State anc Government, 
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In addition to the Reichsleiter, the Party, Directorate included about ll 
. 
Hauptamter, or main offices, and about four Anter, or officese As set forth 
in the above exhibit, the Hauptamter of the Party included such mai in 
organizations as those for personnel, training, technology, which was headed 
by the Defencant Sncer, Volkdom, headed by Himiler, civil servants, communal 
policy, and the likee The Amter, or offices, of the Party within the 

ichsleitung included the Office for Foreign Policy under the Defendant 

Rosenberg which, the evidence will show, actively participated in plans for the 
launching of the war of aggression ogainst Norway, tne Office for Colonial 
Policy, the Office for Geneology,and the Office of Racial Policye 

As will be shom by the chart of the Leadership Corps in the folder which 
Your Honors have, certain of the main cffices and offices within t he 
Reichsleitung would appear again within the Gauleitun, or Gau Party Directorate, 
and Kreisleitung, or Party County Directorate. It is thus shown that the 
Reichsleiter and the main office and office holders within the Reichsleitung 
exercised, through functional channels--that is in this little one, with the 
dotted Lincs--running down functional chamels, through the subordinate offices 
on lower regional levels, a total control over the various sectors of the 
national Life of Germanye 

T shail next take up the Gauleiter, and + shall now offer evidence with

"The Gauleiters bear overall responsibility to the Fuchrer for 
the sector of scvcreignty entrusted to hime The rights, duties, and 
jurisdiction of the Gauleiter result primarily from the mission 
assigned by the Fuechrer, anc apart from that, from detailed direce 
tivese" End of quotatione 
The responsibility an] function of the Gauleiter and his staff officers 
or office holders were essentially a political one, namely to insure the 
authority of the Nazi Party within his area, to coordinate the activities of 
the Party, and all its affiliated, and supervised organizations, and to enlarge 
the influence of the Party over people and life in his Gaue generallye 
Following the outbreak of the war, when it became imperative to coordinate the 
various phases of the German war effort, the Gauleiter were given additional 
impcrtant responsibilitics.e The Ministerial Council for the Defense of the 
Reich, which was a sort of general steff for civil defense, and the mobiliza- 
tion of the rman war economy, by a decree of 1 September 1939, 1939 
Reichsgesetzblatt, Part I, page 1565, appointed about sixteen Gauleiter as Reich 
Defense Cormissars, concerning which I ask the Tribunal to take judicial 
noticéee Later, under the impact of mounting military reverses, and an 
increasingly strained war economy, more and more important administrative 
functions were put on a Gaue basise The Farty Gaue became the basic defense 
areas of the Reich, and each Gauleiter became a Reich Defense Conmissar.e 
Decree of the Ministerial Council for the Defense cf the Reich of 16 November 
1942 $1942 Reichscesctzblatt, Part I, page 619, which I ask the Tribmal 
to take judicial notice of, In the course cf the war, additional functions 
were entrusted to the Gauleiter, so that at the end, with the exception of 
certain special matters, such as police affairs, almost all phases of the German 
war economy were. coordinated and supervised by theme For instance, regional 
authority over price controls put under the Gauleiter as Reich Defense 
Commissars, and housing administration was placed under the Gauleiter as Gau 
Housing Commissar, Toward the end of the war, the Gauleiter were charged even 


with the military and quasi-military tasks. Theywre made commanders of the 
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Volkssturm in their areas, and were entrusted with such important functions 
-as the evacuation of civilian population in the path of the advancing Allied 
armies, as well as measures for the destruction of vital installationse 
The structure and organization of the Party Gaue were substantially 
repeated in the lower levels of the Party organization such as the Kreise, 


Ortsgrupper, Cells, and Blockse Each of these was headed by a political 


leader who, subject to the Fuehrer principle, and the orders of superior : 
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political leaders, was sovereifn within his spere. Tho Leadership Corps 
of the Nazi Party was in effect a "Hierarchy of Jescen ling Cacsars." 
Hach of the subordinate Party levals, such as Kreise, Ortscrup-en, and 
so on, Was organized into offices, or inter dealing with the various 
specialized functions cf the Party. But the number of such *epartnents 
anci offices deninished as the rarty unit dropned in the Hierarchy, so 
that, whiie the Kreise office contained all, or most of the offices 

in the Gaue (such as the deputy, the staff office leader, an organi- 
zation leader, school-leader, propacanda leader, press office leacer, 
treasurer, judco of the :arty Court, inspector, and the like), tho 
Ortscruppe had less, and the Zellcn and Blocke still fower. 

The Kreisiciter: 

The Kreisleiter was apnointed and Aismissed by Hitler won the 
nomination of the Gauleitcr, and Cirectly subordinate to the Gauleiter 
in the rarty Hicrarchy. The Kreis usually comprised a single county. 
The Kreisleiter within the Kreis, had in general the same position, 
powers, and prerogatives granted the Gauleiter in the Gau, In cities 
they constituted the very core of farty power and orcanizetion. I 
quote now from pase 17 of the English translation, Document 1893-PS 
rare 17 of the tnclish translation, Quote: 

"The Kreisleiter carrics ovcr-all responsibility towards the 

Geulcitcr within his zone of sovereignty for the political, 

anc. iceoloczical trainin anc orvanization of the Political 

Leaders, the ‘arty members, as well as the population." Unquote. 
The Ortscruppenleiter, who was the local chapter leader, The area of the 
Ortscruppenliciter comprised of one or more communes, or, in a tom a 
certain district. The Urtscrunpe was composed of a combination of blocks 
and cells anc, eccorcins te local cifcunstances, contained up to 1500: 
houscholds. The Yrtszruppenleiter also had a staff of office leaders 
to assist him in the verious functional activities of the tarty ALL 
other political leaders in his area of responsibility were subordinate 


to and uncer the cirection cf the Ortsgrunpenleiter. For example, the 


leaders cf the various affiliated organizations of the Party, within 
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his area, such as the German Labor Front, and the Nagi organization for 
lawyers, students, and civil servants, were all subordinate to the 
Ortscrup-enleiter. In accordance with the Fuehrer principle, the 
Ortssruppenleiter, or Local Chapter Leaders were appointed by the 
Gauleiter, and wer: directly uncer the subordinate to the Kreisletier. 
The Party itenual provices as follows with respect to the Orts- 
Gruppenleiter, and I quote from paces 16 and 17 of Document 1893-15, 
previously introcuced in evidence, anc I quote: "As Hoheitstraecer, 
Bearer-=----"" From page 16 an2 17, Your Honor please, 
THE FRESIDENT: Thank you. 
"Ls Hoheitstraeccr (Bearer of Severeimty) 211 expressions of the 
Party will emanate fron the Orts-ruppenleiter; he is responsible 
for the political and idealorical leacership and orrani zation 
within his zone of sovereirnty. 
"The Ortscruppenleiter carries the over-all responsibility for 
the political results of all messures initinted by the offices, 
organizations, and affiliated associations of the Party ... 
The Ortssruppenleiter has the richt to protect to the Kreislciter 
against any measures contrary to the interests of the Ferty with 
regard to an outside political appearance in public." End of 
quotation, 
The Zellenleiter: 
The Zelenleiter was responsible for four to eicht blocks. He 
was the immediate superior of end had control anc supervision over the 
Blockleiter (Block Leader). His mission and dutics, according to the 
Party Manual, corresponded to the missions cf the Blockleiter. I quote 
from the last paragraph of page 15 of the English translation of Docu- 
ment 1893-iS, which is only a linc in the same document: "The missions 
of the cell lcader correspond to the missions of the blockleader," 
Unquote, 


The Blockleiter: 


The Blockleiter was the one Party official whe was peculiarly in a 


positicn to have continuous contact with the German people. The block was 
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the lowest unit in the Varty pyramidal orranization, The block of the 
Party comprised of 0 to 60 households; and was regarded by the Party as 
the focal point upon which to press the weicht of its propagandas I quote 
from paces 13 and 1 of this same document: 

"Tho household is the basic community upon which the block and 

cell systom is built. The houscholc is the orranizational 

focal point of all Germans united in an apartment, and includes 


roomers, domestic help, ctc. e . The blockleiter has jurisciction

over 2ll matters within his zone relatins to the .icvement, and 

is fully responsible tc the Zcllenleitcr." 

The Blockleciter, as in the case of cthcr political leaders, was 
charged with planning, disseminating, and developing a receptivity to the 
policies of the Nazi rerty amon: the population in his crea of respon- 
sibility. It was also the expressed duty of the Blocklciter to spy on 
the population. I quote from pares 14 and 15 of this same document: 

It is the duty of the Blockleiter to find pcople Cisseninating

damaring rumors, anc to report them to the Orts ruppe, so that 
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"they may be reported to the respective State authorities," 

"The Blockleiter must not only be preacher, and defender of the 
National Socialist ideology towards the members of national and 
rarty entrusted to his political care, but he must also strive 
to achieve practical collaboration of the Party members within 
his block zone. 

"The Blockleiter shall continuously remind the larty members of 
their particular duties towards the people and the State. The Block- 
leiter keeps a list, card file, about the households. In principle, 
the Blockleiter will settle his official busincss verbally, and he 


will receive messazes verbally, and pass them on in the same Way e 





Corresponcence will only be used in cascs of absolute necessitye 
The Blockleiter conducts National Socialist propaganda from mouth 
to mouth. He will eventually awaken the understanding of the 
eternally cissatisfied as regards the frequently misunderstood, or 
wrongly interpreted measures and laws of the National Socialist 
Government. It is not necessary to him to fall in with complaints 
and gripes about possibly obvious shortcomings of any kind in order 
to demonstrate solidarity....A condition to gain the confidence of 
all people is to maintain absclute secrecy in all matters." End of 
guotaticn. 

it will be shown that there were in Germany around half a million 
of these Blockleiters. Large thouvh this figure may appear, there can 
be no doubt that these officials were in anc of the Leadership Corps 
of the Nazi Party. Though they stood at the broad base of the Party 
pyramid, rather than at its summit, where rested the Reichsleiter, by 
virtue of this fact, they were stationed at close intervals through- 
out the German civil population. 

THE PRESIDENT: I think also it would be an assistance to the 
Tribunal if you could tell us, that is, sometime convenient to your- 
self, approximately how many there were in all of these ranks in the 
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à COLONEL STOREY: Your Honor, please, that is the next subject. 
THE FRESIDENT: Very welle 
COLONEL STOREY: It may be doubted that the average German ever 
locked upon the face of Heinrich Himmler. But the man in the street 
in Nazi Germany could net have avoided an uneasy acquaintance with the 
Blockleiter in his neighborhood. As it is the “cop on the beat" rather 
than the Chicf Magistrate of a nation who symbolizes law enforcement 
to average men and women, so it was the blockleiters who represented 
to the People of Germany the police-state of Hitler's Germany. In 
fact, as may be inferred from the evidence, the Blockleiters were 
"Little Fuchrers", with real and literal power over the civilians 
in their domains. Ag proof of the authority of the Blockleiter to 
exercise coercion, and the threat of force upon the civil population, 
I ,uote from Document 2833=FS, which is an excerpt from pace 7 of the 
magazine publishec entitled "The Face of the tarty', Document 2833-FS. 
It is just a line of quotation. 
"Advice and sometimes also the harsher form of 
education is employed if the faulty conduct 
of an individual harms this individual himself, 
and thus also the ccommunity.! 
Before I get to the numbers, I want tc deal with the Hoheitstrager. 
THE PRESIDENT; Don't you think it is time to break off.

We now take up the Hohcitstrager, The Hoheitstrager, diverting 
from the text is shown on this chart very well and all those shown in 
the black block constitute the Hohcitstracer bevinnin: with the Fuhrer 
and going down the vertical column clear down to the black line, 

Within the leadership corps of the Nazi Party, certain of the 
Political leaders possessed a higher desree of responsibility than 
others, were vested with special prerogatives, and constituted a 
distinctive anid clite group within the Party hicrarchy. Those were 
the so-called “"Hoheitstrazer" (Bearers of Sovereignty) who represented 
the party within their area of jurisciction which is a section of Germany 
the so-called Hoheitsrebict, I now quote from page 9 of the English 
translation of Document 1893=PS:; 

"imong the Political Leaders, the Hoheitstrarer assumed a special 
position, Contrary to the other Political Leaders who have 
departmental missions, the Hohcitstrarer themselves are in charge 
of a geographical sector known as the Hohcitsrebict, (Secbcrs of 
Sovercicnty).

They represent the Party within their sector, The 
Hoheitstrarvcr supervise all Party officers within thcir jurisdiction and 
are responsible for the maintenance of Jiscipline, The directors of 
offices, etc, and of the affiliated organizations are responsible to 
their respective Hohoitstrarer as reyards their special missions, The 
Hoheitstrager are superior to all Political Leacers, managers, etc., 
within their sector. As revards personal considerations, Hohcitstrager 
are endowed with special rishts. 

"The Hoheitstrazcr of tho Party are not to be administrative 
officials, but are to move in a continuous vital contact with the 
Political Leaders of the population within their sector, The 
Hoheitstracer are responsible for the proper and ood supervision of 
all mombers of the nation within thoir sector, 

"The Party intenJs to achievo a state of affairs in which the 
individual German will fing his way to the Party," 

The distinctive character of the Politischer Leiter constitutins 
the Hoheitstrager and their existence and operation as an indefinable 
croup are indicated by the publication of a magazine, entitled "Der 


Hoheitstrager" whose distribution was limited by regulation of the 


Reich Organization Leader, to the Hoheitstra¢er and certain other 
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designated Politischer Leiter, I now refer to Doc, 2660 - PS U.S.A. 
è 
Exhibit No. 325, which I offer in cvidences and I quote from the inside 
¥ 
cover of this magazine which reads as follows: 


"Der Hohecitstracer, the contents of which is to be handled 
confilentially, serves only for the orientation of the 
competent leaders, It may not be loaned out to other 


persons, (Then follows a list of the Hoheitstra: zer and 
other Political Leaders authorized to receive the 
narsiai 


The magazine states in addition, that the followin- were 
entitled to reccive it--I would like to emphasize the ones to 
reccive it: 

"Commaniants, Unit Commanders anc Candidates of Order 

Castles; the iteich, Shock Troop and Gaus Speakers of 
the NSDav; the Licutenant Generals and Major Generals 
of SA, SS, RSFK, anc NSKK; Licutenant Generals and 
Major Generals of the HJ" That is the Eitler Jugend. 

The fact that this magazine existed, that it derived its name 

from the Commanding Officers of the Leaderstip Corps, thet it was 
listributed to the elite of the Leadershin Cora, in Over words, 

that a House Bulletin was circulated com the commend channels of 

the Leadership Corps is probative of the fact thors the Leader ship 

Corps of the Nazi Party was a group or orsarizstion within the 

meaning; of Article 9 of the Cheoxrter, 

An examination of the contents of the masazine, Der Hoheit ustrager, 
reveals a continuing concern by the Leadership Corps of the Nazi Party 
in measures and doctrines which were employed throushout the course of 
the conspiracy charged in the indictment, I shall not trouble the 
Tribunal nor encumber the record by offering in evidence exhaustive 
enumeration of these matters; but it may serve to clarify the plans 
and policies of the inner elite of the Leadership Corps by indicating 
that a ranlom samplins of articles published and policies acvocated 
in various issues of the magazine Der Hoheitstraser from February 1937 
to October 1930 include? the followings slanderous anti-Semitic articles, 


attacks cn Catholicism and the Christian rolicion and clergy; the need 
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for motorized armaments; the urgent need for expanded Lebensraum and 
colonies; persistent attacks on the League of Nations; the use of 
the Block and Cell in achieving favorable votes in Party plebiscites; 
the intimate association between the Wehrmacht and the Political

leadership; the racial doctrines of Fascism; the cul 
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of"leadership"; the role of the Gaus; Ortseruppen, and Zellen in the 
expansion of Germany; and related matters all of which constituted clee 
ments and doctrinal techniques in the carrying out of the conspiracy 
charged in the Indictment. 

The Political Leaders were organized according to the leadership 
principle. I quote from the 4th paragraph of pare 2 at the bottom of 
the page and top of pare 3. 

"The basis of the Tarty orrahization is the Fuchrer thoughts 

the public is unable to rule itself either directly or in- 
directly . . « All Political Leaders stand as appointed by 
the Fuehrer and are responsible to him. They possess full 
authority toward the lower echelons ... Only a man who has 
absorbed the school of subordinate functions within the Party 
has a claim to the hirher Fuchrer offices.’ jc can only use 
Fuehrers who have served from the ground up. Any Political 
Lender who does not conform to these principles is to be 
dismissed or to be sent back to the lower offices, as 
Blockleiter, Zcllenlciter, for further training. The 
Political Leader is not an office worker by the Political 
Deputy of the Fuchrer e e e Within the Politicel Leadership 
of the State e . e The type of the Political Leader is not 
characterized by the office which he represents/ There is no 
such thine as a Political Leader of the NSBO, etc.e, but there 
is only the Political Leader of the NSDAP," 

Each -oliticel Leader was sworn in ycarlye According to the Party 
Manuel, the wording of the oath was as follows; and I quote from the 
second paragranh of pare 3, Document 1893-rS: 

"I pledre eternal allerianee to Adolf Hitler, I nledre une 

conditional obedience to him and the Fuehrers anpointed by him", 


The organization Book of the NSDAP also provides, and I quote from 


pare 5, paragraph 4, of the same document: 
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"The Political Leader is inseparable tied to the idealory 
and the organization of the NSDAP». His oath only ends with 
his denth or with his E PEEN from the National Socialist 
Community."

The Hoheitstrager amons the Leadership Corns were entitled to call 


upon and utilize the various Party Formations as necessary for the 


execution of the Nazi Party policies, 


The Party Manual provides with resnect to the pwer and authority 


of the Hohcitstrarer to requisition the services of the SA; and I quote

from pace 11 of this same Document 1893=PS:; 
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"The Hoheitstracer is responsible for the entire nolitical 
appearance of the Movement within his zonee The SA leader 
of that zone is tied to the directives of the Hoheitstrager

The Hoheitstrecer is the ranking representative of the 
Party to include all organizations within his zone. He may 
requisition the SA located within his zone from the respective 
SA leader if they are needed for the execution of a 
noliticesl missione The Hoheitstrarcr will then assizn the 
mission to the SA.

With respect to the authority of the Hoheitstracer to c#ll upon the 
services of the Hitler Youth, HJ, the Party Manual follows --- 


and I quote from pare ll, the last rararranh of that translation: 
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"The Political leader has the ri -ht to requisition the 

HJ in the same manner as the Sa for the execution of a 

political actions 

"In appointing leaders of the HJ and the DJ, the office 

of the HJ must procure the approval of the Hoheitstrarer 

of his zone, This means that the Hoheitstracer can 

prvent the appointment of leaders unsuited for the leader 

ship of youth, If his approval has not been procured, an 

appointment may be cancelled if he so requests," 

An example of the use of the Party Formations of the call of 
the Leadership Corps of the Party is provided by the action taken 
by the Reichsleiter for Party Organization of the National Social- 
istic Partys Dr. Robert Ley, leading to the deliberate dissolutions 
of the Free Trade Unions on 2 May 19336 I quote from Document 392= 
PS, UsSeis Exhibit No, 326, which is a copy of the directive issued 
by the defendant Ley on 21 April 1933, reproduced on pages 51-52 
of the "Social life in New Germany" by Professor Mueller, I, this 
Cirective the late defendant, Ley directed the employment of the 
SA anc. the SS in the occupation of trade union propertics and for 
taking trade union leaders into protective custocy. I now quote 
from paragraph 6 of page 1 of Doce 392=PS. I, is the third and 
fourth paragraphs from the bottom of the page s 

"SA as well as SS are to be employe for the occupation of 

trade union proverties and for the taking or personalities 

who come into question into protective custocy. The Gauleiter 

(1,¢ Regional Director) is to proceed with his measures on 

a basis of the closest understanding with competent Regional 

Factory Calls Director," 

I also quote from the second paragraph of page 2 from this same 
documents 

"The following are to be taken into protective custody: 

All Trace Union Chairmens the District Secretaries and the 

Branch Directors of the 'Dank for Workers, Employees and 


Officials, Ince!" 
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I now offer in evidence Doce 2): 7l4=PS, UsSell, Exhibit No. 327 
which is a copy of a decree issued by the Defendant Hess, as Deputy 
of the Fuehrer, dated 25 October 193, which underwrites the authority 
of the Hoheitstrager with respect to the Party Formations, I quote 
from the numbered paragraphs 1, 5 anc 6 of page 1 of Document 2)7)\=PS 
which reads as follows: 

"The political. leadership within the Party and its political 

representation towards all offices, State or others, which 

are outside of the Party, lie solely and exclusively with 

the H heitstrager (Bearers of Sovereignty), which is to say 

with me, the Gauleiter, KYeislciter, and Ortsyruppenleiteree,s 

The departmental workers of the Party organization, as well 

as Reichsleiter, office directors, etcs, as well as the 

leacers of the SA, SS, HJ anc the subordinate affiliations, 

may not enter into binding agreements of a political nature 
with State and other offices except when so authorized by 
thsir H heitstrager. 

In places where the territorics of the units of the SA, SS, 

HJ and the subordinate affiliations do not conincide with 

1e zones of the Hoheitstra;:er he Hohecitstrager wi vive 

tl n f the Hoheitstrazer, tl lohcitstrager will ive 

his political directives to the ranking leader of each unit 

within his zone of sovereigntye" 

It was the official policy of the Leadership Corps to establish 
close and cooperative relations with the Gestapo. The Tribunal will 
recall that the Head of the German Police and SS, Himmler, was a 
Reichsleiter on the top level of the Leadership Corps, Without 
offering in evidence a decree dated 25 June 1935, issued by the 
Defendant Bormann, as Chicf of Staff, Deputy of the Fuchrer, I ask 
the court to take jucicial knowledge, and I quotes 

"In order to effect a closer contact between the offices of 

the Party and its organ izations with the Directors of the 

Secret State Police (Gestapo); the Deputy of the Fuehrer 

requests that the Directors of the Gestapo be invited to 

attend all of the larger official rallies of the Party and 

its organization," 

That is from the 1937 edition, page 143, dated the 26th June 
1935, "The Decrees of the Deputy of the Fuchrers"

With reference to the meetings and conferences among the 
Hoheitstrager of the Leadership Corps, it is the contention of the 
Prosecution that the members of the Leadership Corps constitute a 


distinctive and identifiable group or organization. This contention 


is strongly supported by the fact that the various Hoheitstrager 


were uncer an abolsute obligation to mcet and confer periodically

not only with the staff officers on their own staffs, but with the 
political leaders and staff officers immeciately subordinate to 
them, For example, the Gaileiter was bound to confer with his 
staff officers (such as his deputy, and so forth, which included 
the school leader, propaganda leader, press leader, his Gau Party 
judge, and so on) every 8 to 14 days. Furthormore, the Gauleiter 
was oblizated to meet with the various Gauleiters subordinate to 
him once every 3 months for a 3=—cay convention, for the purpose 
of discussing and clarifying Nazi Party policies and directives, 
for hearing basic lectures on Party policy, and for the mutual 
exchange of information pcortinent to the Party's current programe 
The Gauleiter was also obligated to meet at least once a month 
with the leaders of the Party formations and affiliated organiza- 
tions within his Gau area, such as the leaders of the SA, the SS, 
Hitler Youth and others, In support of these statements, I quote 
from page ð of Document 1893=PS. I don't think it is necessary 
to read all of thate 

"Leader conferences in the district: 

If Your Honor pleases, with your permission I will omit the 
reaciing of that because it was really summarized in my previous 


statemente I will quote sub-paragrah (d): 
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(d) The bearer of sovereignty will meet at 
least once a month with the leaders of the 
SA, SS, NSKK, HJ, as well as the RAD and 
the NSFK who are within the zone for the 
purpose of mutual orientation." 

fhe Organization Book of the Party imposes a similar requirement 
of vepnlar and periodical conferences and meetings upon all the 
other Hoheitstrager, including the Kreisleiter, Ortsgruppenleiter, 
Zellenleiter and Blockleiter. 

The clear consequence of such reguiar and obligatory 
eanferences and meetings by all the Hoheitstrager, both with their 
own staff officers and with the political leaders and staff officers 
subsrdinate to them, wes that basic Nazi policies and directives 
issued by Hitler and the leader of the Party Chancellery, the 
Defendant Bormann, directly through the chain of command of the 
Hoheitstrager, and functional policies issued by the various 
Reichsleiter and Reich office holders down functional and technical 
channels, were certain to be notified to, received, and understood 
by the bulk of the membership of the Leadership Corps. 

If I may digress from my text, and call attention to this 

 ehart, you will see the dotted limss connecting down from the Party 
level, Gau level, to similar offices in the lover level. 

Now I next come to the statistics relating to the Leadership 
Corps of the Nazi Party. The evidence relating to the size of the 
Leadership Corps of the Nazi Party, and as previously shown, the 
Leadership Corps comprised the sum of officials of the Nazi Party, 
ineluding, in addition to Hitler and the members of the Reichsleitung, 
such as the Reichsleiter and the Reich office holders, a hierarchy 
ef Hehoitstrager, which I have described, as well as the staff officsrs 
attaehed to the Hoheitstrager. I now offer in evidence Document. 
2958~PS, USA Exhibit No. 325, and this is issue No. 8, 1939, of the 
efficial Leadership Corps organ, "Der Hoheitstrager," similar to 


the one I exhibited a moment ago, and this is for the year 1939. 


This ekows that there were: 
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40 Gaue and 1 Foreign Gau, each led by a Gauleiter; 
that is ll; 


808 Kreiseleiters: 
28,376 Ortseruppenleiters: 
89,378 Zellenleiters and 
463,048 Blocksleiters, each led by a Blockleiter, 

However, as shown by the evidence previously introduced, the 
Leadership Corps of the Nazi Party was composed not only of the 
Hoheitstrager, but also of the staff officers or office holders 
attached to the Hoheitstrager. The Gauleiter, for example, was 
assisted by a deputy Gauleiter, several Gau inspectors, and a staff 
which was divided into main offices (Hauptamter) and offices (Amter), 
including such departments as the Gau Staff Office, Treasury, 
Education Office, Propaganda Office, Press Office, University 
Teachers, Communal Policy, etc. As previously shorn, the staff 
office structure of the Gau was Substantially represented in the 
lower levels of the Leadership Corps organization such as the Kreise, 
the Ortsgruppen, and so on. The Kreise and the smaller territorial 
areas of the Party were also organized into staff offices dealing 
with the various activities of the Leadership Corps. But, of course, 
the importance and the number of such staff officers diminished as 
the unit dropped in the hierarchy; so that, while the Kreislciter 
staff contained all or most of the departments mentioned for the 
Gau, the Ortsgruppe had fewer departments and the lower ones fewer 
still. 

Firm figures have not been found as to the total number of 
staff officers, as distinguished from the Hoheitstrager or political 
commanders themselves included within the Leadership Corps, 

With respect to the scope and composition of the Leadership 


Corps of the Nazi Party, the Prosecution adopts the view, and 


respectfully submits to this Tribunal that, in defining the limits 
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of the Leadership Corps, staff officers should only be included down 
to and including the Kreise. Upon this basis, the Leadership Corps 
of the Nazi Party did constitute the Fuehrer, the members of the 
Reichsleitung, the five levels of the Hoheitstrager, and the staff 
officers attached to the forty odd Gauleiters and the eight or nine 
hundred Kreisleiters. Adopting this definition of the Leadership 
Corps, it will be scen that the total figure for the membership of 
that organization, based upon the statistics cited from the basic 
handbook for Germany, amounts to around 600,000. By accepting the 
staff officers of the lower levels, as provided in the indictment, 
and as just defined, and without prejudice to any later individual 
action against those accepted, we think the figure of around 600,000 
is approximately correct. 

It is true that this figure is based upon an admittedly limited 
view of the size of the membership of the Leadership Corps of the 
Nazi Party, for the evidence has shown that the Leadership Corps, 
in effect, embraced staff officers attached to the subordinate 
Hoheitstrager, and the inclusion of such staff officers in the 
estimation of the size of the Leadership Corps if we had so 
recommended would have considerably enlarged the final figure if you 
had included staff efficers to the Blockleiters so that it would 
have been 2,000,000, in round numbers. 

MR. BIDDLE: What reason did you have for excluding them? 

COLONEL STOREY: For this reason, your Honor, down in the 
Blockleiter, he might have called on an individual laborer that 
might have been on his staff, but he certainly didn't have the 
discretion that a staff leader did, for example,.to the Gauleiter, 
say, aS a propaganda man who disseminated information down, as well 
as help participate in plans and policies of the upper organization. 

The subordinate staff officers thus excluded were responsible 


functionally to the higher staff officers with respect to their 


particular speciality, such as propaganda, Party organization, and 
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So on, and to their respective Hohcitstrager with respect to 
discipline and policy control, and as I mentioned, likewise such 
higher staff officers participated in planning and policy, and passed 
these orders down through technical levels or technical channels 

as opposed to command channels, 

"The Leadership Corps of the Nazi Party joined and participated 
in the common plan or conspiracy" is the next title. 

The Program of the Nazi Party, proclaimed by Hitler on 2lith 
February, 1920, contained the chief elements of the Nazi plan for 
domination and conquest. I now quote from document 1708=-PS, which is 
the Year Book for 1941, published by the Party, and edited by the 
late Robert Ley. This book contains the famous 25 points of the 
Party, which I now offer in evidence as USA Exhibit No. 32). Diverting 
from the text, I don't intend to quote these 25 Party objectives, 
but only refer to a few of them, and I quote from page 1 of the 
English translation of document 1708-PS. 

"We demand the unification of all Germans in 
the Greater Germany on the basis of the right 
of self-determination of peoples." 
Point 2 of the Party Program demanded unilateral abolition of the 
Peace Treaties of Versailles and St. Germain, which I quote. 
"We demand equality of rights for the German 
people in respect to the other nations; 
abrogation of the Peace Treaties of Versailles 
and St. Germain." 
Point 3: quoting, 
"Ve demand land and territory (colonies) for 
the sustenance of our people, and colonization 
for our surplus population." 
Point h: 
"Only a member of the race can be a citizen. 
A member of the race can only be one who is of 
German blood, without consideration of 


confession. Consequently, no Jew can be a 
member of the race." 
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Point 6: 


"We demand that every public office, of any 

Sort, whatsoever, whether in the Reich, the 
county or municipality, be filled only by 
citizens. We combat the corrupting parliamentary 
economy, office-holding only according to 

Party inclinations without consideration of 
character or abilities." 


Point 22: (which is from page 2 of the English translation of - 
document 17D8--PS ) 


"We demand the abolition of the mercenary 
troops and formation of a National Army." 


Back to page 1 = another quotation: 
"The progz-am is the political foundation of 


the NSDAP and accorcingly the primary political 
law of the State 
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A All legal precepts are to be applied in the spirit of the 
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Party Programe 

Since the taking over of control the Fuehrer has succeeded 

in the realization of the essential portions of the Party 

Program from the fundamentals to the details. 

The Party Program of the NSDAP was proclaimed on 2h 

February 1920 by Adolf Hitler at the first large Party 

gathering in Munich and since that day has remained 

unalterecesoeeThe National Socialist philosophy is 
summarized in 25 points," 

As previously mentioned, the Party Prozram was binding upon 
the Political Leacers and they were under a duty to support and carry 
out that Program, 

The Party manual states, and I quote again from the middle of 
page 1 of Docurent 1893-FS: 

"The Commandments of the National Socialists: 

The Fuehrer is always right .... 

The Program be your cogmae 

It demands your utter devotion to the Movement ... 

Right is what serves the Movement and thus Germany," 

On pase two of the same document another brief quotation: 

",.eeLeader Corps is responsible for the complete penetration 

of the German Nation with the National Socialist spirite..." 

The oath of the Political Leader to Hitler has been previously 
mentioned. In this connection the Party Manual provides, anc I quote 
from the second paragraph on paze 3 of the same document: 

"The Political Leader is inseparably tied to the ideology 

and the organization of the NSDAP. His oath only ends with 

his death or with his expulsion from the National Socialist 

community." 

While the “leadership principle" assured the binding nature of 


Hitler's statements, program and policies upon the entire Party and the 


Leadership Corps thereof, the leadership principle also established the 
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full responsibility of the individual Political Leader within the 
province and jurisdiction of his office or positions 

The leadership principle applied not only to Hitler as the supreme 
leader, but also to the Political Leaders under him and thus permeated 
the entire Leadership Cores I quote from the middle of paze 2 of Doc. 
1893=PS : 

"The basis of the Party Organization is the Fuehrer thoughte.. 

All Political Leaders stand as appointed by the Fuehrer and 

are responsible to him, They possess full authority toward 

the lower AE IE IONE 

The various Hoheitstrager cof the Leadership Corps were, in their 
respective areas, themselves Fuehrer. I quote from the third parasraph 
of page 9 of this same document: 

"Within their sector of sovereignty, the Hoheitstrazer 

(Gauleiter, Kreisleiter, Ortsgruppenleiter, Zellenleiter, 

Blockleiter) have sovereign political rights ə e e 

They are responsible for the entire political situation 

within their sector..." 

I again refer and quote from Document 181)-{PS, U.S.A. Exhibit 
Noe328, which is the Party Booke It is just a one-sentence quotation, 
and it states: 

"The Party is an order of *Fuehrer'. (End of quotation). 

The Sub jection of the entire membership of the leadership Corps 
to the fiat of the Fuehrer Principle is clearly shown in the following 
passage from the Party Manuals; and it is this same document on page 3: 

"ess. SOlid anchorage for all the organizations within the 

party structure is provided and a firm connection with the 
Sovereign leaders of the NSDAP is created in accordance with 

the Fuehrer principle." (End of quotation). 

Next is the subject: 

"The Nazi Party, directed by the Leadership Corps, dominated and 


controlled the German State and Government," 
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The Trial Brief dealing with the criminality of the Reich Cabinet 
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sets forth the evidence as to the identity of various ministers 
comprising the Cabinet, and I shall not deal with that subject. The 
presence of the Reichsleiter and other prominent members of the Leadership 
Corps in the Cabinet facilitated the domination of the Cabinet by the Nazi 
Party and the Leadership Corps. 


A law of 14 July 1933 outlawed and forbade the formation of any 





political parties other than the Nazi Party amd made offenses against this 
a punishable crime, thereby establishing the one-party State and rendering 
the Leadership Corps immune from the opposition of organized political 
groupse I now quote from Document 1388-FS, that being the English 
translation of the Law against the formation of New Political Parties, 
stated in 14 July 1933, 1933 Reichszesetzblatt, Part I, parze 79, and 
I now quote the first two articles of this law, which read as follows: 
"The National Socialist German Workers! Party constitutes 
the only political party in Germany. whoever undertakes 
to maintain the organizational structure of another political 
party or to form a new political party will be punished with 
penal servituce up to three years or with imprisonment of from 
six months to three years, if the deec is not subject to a 
greater penalty according to other revulations." 
I now quote from Locument 1394-PS, which is the English translation 
of Law to Supplement the Law for the Restoration of the Professional 


Civil Service, dated 20 July 1933, 1933 Reichsgesetzblatt, Part I, page 518. 
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On 13 October 1933: “law to guarantee public peace" was enacted which 
provided, inter alia, that the death penalty or other severe punishment should 
be imposed upon any person who "ee undertakes to kill a member of the SA or 
the SS, a trusteeor agent of the NSDAP..... out of political motives or on 
account of their official activity." 

I next refer to Document 1395-PS, which is the English translation of the 
Law on Security and The Unity of the Party and State. 

On 1 December 1933, the law was enacted "to secure the unity of Party and 
States" This law provided that the Nazi Party was the pillar of the German 
State, and was linked to it indissolubly; it also mace the Deputy of the 
Fuehrer (then Hess) and the Chief of Staff of the SA (then Rohm) members of 
the Reich Cabinet. I quote: 

"After the victory of the National Socialist Revolution, 

the National Socialistic German Labor Party is the 
bearer of the concent of the German State and is in- 
separably the State. It will be a part of the public 
lawe Its organization will be determined by the 
Fuehrer eseese’ 

The Deputy of the Fuehrer and the Chief of Staff of tne 
SA will become members of the Reich Government in order 
to insure close cooperation of the offices of the iarty 
and SA with the public authoritiese sese» 

This law was a basic measure in enthrorin, the Leadership Corps in a 
position of supreme political power in Germany. For it laid down that the 
Party, directed by the Leadership Corps, was the embodiment of the State and, 
in fact, was the State. Moreover, this law mace both the Fuehrer's Deputy 
and the Chief of Staff of the SA, which was a Party formation subject to the 
call of the Hoheitstraecer, cabinet members, thus further solidifying the 
Leadership Corps! control of the cabinet. The dominant position of the 
Leadership Corps is further revealed by the provision that the Reichs- 
Chancellor would issue the carrying-out regulations of this law in his 
capacity as Fuehrer of the Nazi Party. The fact that Hitler, as Fuehrer of 
the Leadership Corps, could promulgate rules which would have statutory force 


and be published in the Reichssesetzplatt, the proper compilation f or State 
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enactments, is but a further reflection of the reality of the Party's dominatior 
of the German State. 

I now refer to Document 2775=PS, which is Noe 330=-USA Exhibit No. 330-- 
which is the English translation of certain extracts from Hitler's speeches 
to the 1934 and 1935 Party Congress at Nurnberg. I qote from the second 
extract in Document 2775, which is a declaration by Hitler to the 1935 
Party Congress, and which reads--just one sentence: 

"It is not the State which gives orders to us, it is we who give orders 
to the Statee" 

Upon the evidence that categorical statement of the Fuehrer of the 
Leadership Corps, affirming the cominance of the Party over the State, c annot 
be refuted. 

On the 30th of June 193, Hitler, as head of the Nazi Party, directed the 
massacre of hundreds of SA men and cther political opponents. Hitler sought 
to justify these mass murders by declaring to the Reichstag that “at that hour 
I was responsible for the fate of the German nation and the supreme judge of 
the German peoples" The evidence relating to these events will be presented 
at a later stage in connection with the case against the Sie 

On the 3rd of July 193) the cabinet issued a decree describing the 
murders and the massacre of 30 June 193), in effect as legitimate, self- 
defense by the State. By this law the Reich Cabinet moved to make themselves 
accessories after the fact of these murderse The domination by the Party, 
however, makes the cabinet's characterization of these criminal acts by Hitler 
and his top Party leaders as state measures consistent with political reality. 
I refer now to Document 2057-PS, which is the Enclish translation of the Law 
Relatine to the National EBrergency Defense Measures of 3 July 1934, in the 
Reichsresetzblatt of that year, Part I, page 529, and I quote the single 
article of that law, which reads as follows: That is Document 2057. This 
still has reference to the blood purge: 

"The measures t&en on 30 June and 1 and 2 July 192) to counteract attempt 
at treason and hich treason shall be considered as national emergency defensc.' 

On 12 July 193), there was enactcd a law cefining the function of the 


Academy for German law. I refer to Document 1391-PS, which is an English 
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translation of the Statute of the Academy for German Law, 12 July 1934, 193) 
Reichszesetzblatt, Part I, pages 605 and 6, 

THE PRESIDENT: I don't think we caught what number you saide 

COL. STOREY: Yes, sir; 1391. 

THE PRESIDENT: I ber your pardon? 

COL. STOREY: ‘The first paragraph of 1391. 

THE PRESIDENT: Yese 

"Closely connected with the agencies competent for legislation, it 
(the Academy) shall further the realization of the National Socialist program 
inthe ream of the law." 

On 30 January 1933, Hitler, the leader of the Nazi Party and Fuechrer of 
the Leadership Corps, was appointed Chancellor of the Reiche When President 
von Hindenburg died in 193, the Fue rer amalgamated to his person the offices 
of Chancellor and Reich President. I refer to Document 2003=PS, which 
establishes th ‘fact, and I dontt quote. It is Reichsresetzblatt 193h, 

Part I, page 747e 

By cecree of the 20th of Decemver 193, Party vniforms and institutions 
were eranted the same protection as those of the State. This law was 
entitled "Law Concerning Treacherous Acts Against the State and Party and for 
the Protection of Party Uniforms." This law imposed heavy penalties upon 
any person maxing false statements injurins the welfare or prestige of the 
Nazi Party cr its agencies. It authorized the imprisonment of persons making 
or circulatins malicious or baiting statements arainst leading personalities 

f the Nazi Party, and it provided punishment by forced labor for the 
unauthorized wearin; of farty uniforms or symbols. I asain refer to 
Document 1393, not queotinc, which is the English translation and gives the 
authoritye 

Finally, by the law of 15 September 193, the Swastika flaz of the Party 
was made the official flag of the Reiche I refor tc Document 2079, which 
is the English translation of the Reich Flag Law, found in Reichscesetzblatt 
1935, Part I, pace 1145. Just the one sentence-=— the quotation: 

"The Reich and National flag is the swastika flare" 


The Swastika was the flac and symbol of the Leadership Corps of the 
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Nazi Partye By law it was made the flag of the State, a recognition that the 
Party and its corps of political leacers were the sovereign powers in 


German ye 
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On 23 april 1936, a law was enacted granting amnesty for crimes which 
the offender hac committed "in his eagerness to fight :o the Nationai 
Socialist iceal." I cite Document 1386, which is the . aglish translation of 
the law concerning amnesty, Reichsgesetzblatt 1926, Pars .~, page 378. 

In furtherance of the sonspiracy to acquire totali. .ar.an control over 
the German people, a law was enactea on 1 Decemver 1436 vah incorporated 
the entire German youth within the Hitler Youth, ther b, “wa, ving a total 
mobilization of the German youth, ind I cite Document 2.34%, containing that 
law, 1936 Reichsgesctzblatt, P-rt I, page 993. The law furo er provided 
that the task of educating the German youth through the Litl * y.-%h was 
entrusted to the Reichsleiter c” the German youth inthe 13D... i c this law 
a monopoly control over the entire German youth was plazei ip. tue ht-is of 
the top official, a Reichsleiter, of the Leadership Corps of “he Nazi Party, 
the Defendant von Schirach. 

On 4 February 1938, the Fuvhrer of the Leadership Corps ef the Nazi 
Party, Hitler, issued a čecrae in which he took over cirect cmand of the 
whole German armed forces, E cite Document 1915-PS, 33739 Reichsgesetzblatt, 
Part I, page lll. Hitler s ws: 

"From now on, I take erer directly the command of the whole Armed Forces," 

By virtue of the earlieg law of 1 August 1934, Hitler comblned the 
offices of the Reich President and Chancellorship. Ir. the fina? result, 
therefore, Hitler was Suprumy Commander of the Armed Forces, the Head of the 
German State, and the Fuchres of the Nazi Party. 

With respect to this, the Party Manual states as follows, zn I quote 
from page 19 of Document 1€93¢P3: 

"The Fuehrer created the National Socialist Germen Workers! Party, He 
filled it with his spirit anc his will, and with it he conquered the power 
of the State on 30 Januzry 1933. The Fuehrer's will 3 . Supreme in the Party, 

"By authority of the law about the Chief of State of the German Reich, 
dated 1 August 1934, the office of the Reich President has been combined with 
that of the Reich Chanceliury. Consequently, the powers herctofore possessed 
by the Reich President were transferred to the Fuchrery, Adolf Hitler, Through 


this law, the conduct of thse lartz -nd State has been combined in one hand, 
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By cesire of the Fuchrer, a plebiscite was conducted on this law on 19 August 
1934. On this day, the German people chose Adolf Hitler to be their sole 
leader, He is responsible only to his conscience and to the German nation," 

A decree cf 16 January 1942 provided that the Party should participate 
in legislation and official appointments and promotions, I cite as proof 
Document 2100-PS, which is the English translation of a cirective concerning 
the application of the Fuchrer decree relating to the Chief of the Party 
Chancellery, 1942 itcichsgesctzblatt, Part I, page 35. The decree further 
proviced thet such participation should be undertaken exclusively by the 
Defendant Bormann, Chief of the Party Chancellery and Reichsleiter of the 
Leadership Corps, The cecree provided that the Chief of the Party Chancellery 
was to take part in the preparation of 11 laws anà decrees issued by Reich 
authorities, including those issued by the Ministerial Council for Defense 
of the Reich, and to give his assent to those of the Lander and of the Reich, 
the Lander being the German State, all communications between the State 
and Party authoriti.s, unless within one Gau only, were to pass through 
Bormann's hands, This decree is of crucial importance in demonstrating the 
ultimate control and responsibility imputable to the Leadership Corps for 
governmental policy and actions taken in furtherance of the conspiracy, 

On or about the 26th of April, 1942, Hitler declared in a speech that, 
in his capacity as leader of the nation, Supreme Commander of the Armed 
Forces, Supreme Head of the Government, and as Fuehrer of the Party, his 
right must be recognized to compel with all means at his disposal, every 
German, whether soldier, judge, state official, or party official, to fulfill 
his desire, He demanded that the Reichstag officially recognize this asserted 
right, and on the 26th of April 1942, the Reichstag issued a decision in 
which full recognition was given to the rights of the Fuehrer which I have 
just asserted, I cite Document 1961-PS, which is the English translation of 
that cecision, found in 1942 Reichsgesetzblatt, Part I, page 247. I quote: 

"At the proposal of the President of the Reichstag, on its session of 
26 \pril 1942, the greater German Reichstag has approved of the rights which 


the Fuchrer has postulated in his speech with the following decision: 
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"There can be no coubt that in the present war, in which the German 
people is faced with a struggle for its existence or annihiletion, the 
Fuchrer must have all the rights postuleted by hin which serve to further 
or achieve victory. Therefore, without bcing bound by existing legal 
regulations, in his capacity as Leader of the Nation, Supreme Commander of 
the armed Forces, Governmnuental Chief and Supreme Txecutive Chief, as Supreme 
Justice and as Leader of the Party, the Fuehrer rmst be in a position to 
force with all means at his cisposal every German, if recussery, whether he 
be a common solcier or officer, lew w high, officicl oœ judge, leading or 
subordinate official of the Party, worker or employee, to fulfill his cuties, 
In case of violation of these cuties, the Fuchrer is entitled, sfter con- 
sclentious examination, regardless of so-called well-deserved rights, to 
mete out cue punishment anc to remove the offender from his post, rank and 


position without introducing prescribsc procedures, 
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"at the order of the Fuchrer, this decisicn is hercby made public. 
Berlin, 26 april 1942." 

Hitler himself pcrhaps best sumnerized the political realitics of 
his Germeny which constituted the basis for the Proesecuticn submission 
that the Leacership Corps of tho Nazi sarty and its followinz cffcetively 
dominated the State and Government. The core and crux of the matter was 
stated by Hitlcr in his spcceh te the Reichstaz on 20 February 1938, when 
he ceelarcd in cffecet thet cvcry institution in Germany was under the 
direction cf the Leadership Corps of the Nazi Farty. 

I cite as the lrosceution's final cxhibit in support cf the prcposi- 
tion thet the Leacdcrshin Corps ceruincted the German State, with rcesultinez 
responsibility, Documcnt 2715-15, which is the bock containing Hitler's 
spccch to the Reichstaz on the 20th cf Februcry, 1938, 2s roperted in 
"Das archiv", Veolunc 47, Februery 1938, peres lbhi and lye, and I qucte 
& bricf cxccrat frou Document 2715=iS: 

"Neticnal Socidlisa has viven the German pecple thet leadership 
which as larty not only nsvilizes tac notion but also crcanizcs it, so 
thet on the basis ci the naturel principle cf selection, the continuance 
of a stable political loadership is soferuaricd forever. National 
Sscinlisi possesses Germany entircly and cormlctcly since the Cay when, 
five years avc, I left the house in i.ilhelnsnlatz as Reich Chenecllor,. 
There is nc instituticn in this state which is not National Scciclist. 
wbove all, however, the Notionel S-ciclist .arty in these five years not 
only has mace the neticn Naticneal Sceialist, but else hes riven itsclf 
that perfcet crreanizcticsnal structure which “usrentccs its pverferisance 
for oll the future. The -reatcst cucrantcce of the. Naticnel Sociclist 
rovolution lics in the ecsmlctce ccimineticn f the Reich onc all cf its 
instituticns ond’ crconizaticons, internally anc cxternelly, by the Netional 
Sociclist varty. Its orctecticn orainst the world abroad, however, lies 
in tnc new National Sccicalist arnec? forces. In this Reich, anybody who 
has & responsible pssiticn is e Nationcl Socialist. Every instituticn 
of this licich is unccr the crcrs of the supreme political lecadccrship. 
Thc Perty locis the Reich nelitierlly, the race forecs defend it mili- 


terily. Thcre is nobcdy in sny responsible position in this state who 
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doubts that I am the authorized leader of this Reich," 

The supreme power which thc Leadership Corps exercise’ over the 
German State and Government is pointed out bhy an article published in 
this sanc authoritative macazinc, "Der Acheitstraccr", in February, 
1939. In this article, which was caderessed to all Hchcitstracer, the

Leadership Corps is rominced that it has conquered the State anc it 
possesses cbsolute and total power in Germany. I cite Document 3230-FS, 
which is the English translation of an article entitled "Ficht and 
Order", and I qucte from this article, which trumpets forth in whet 
we might tcrm as eccents cf Cacscrism, the battl. call cf the Leader- 
ship Corps of Gcrman lifc, I qucte: 

The first word is "Fight? Why do ycu always talk of firhtinr? 
You have conquered the State, anc if somcthine ces hot please you, 
then just make a low and regulate if differently, Why must you always 
talk of fighting? For you have every power, Over what co you firht 
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politically? You have the Wehrmacht. It will wage the fight if 
fight is required, Inner-politically? You have the law and the police 
which can change everything which does not agree with you." 


In view cf the dominaticn cf the German State and Government by the-- 


THE TRESIDENT: Is this a good time tc break off? 


(4. recess was taken from 1520-1535) 

COLONEL STOREY: In view ¿f the comination of the Gorman State and 
Government by the Nazi arty anc the Leadership Corns thereof, as cs- 
tablished by the forescine and other evicence hercBofore recited in 
the previcus trial bricfs, it is submitted that the Leadership Corps of 
the Nazi Perty is responsible for the measures, inclucing the legis- 
lative enactments, taken by the German State ond Government in further-

ance of the ccnspiracy formulated and carricd cut by the co-conspirators 


ond the organizations charged with the criminality in the present cesc. 
I now skip and go te the overt acts and crimes of the Leadership 


Corpse The evidence now to be presented will cstablish that the member- 


ship of the Leadership Corps by their activities entered into a wide 
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variety of acts anc measures designed to advance the course of the con- 
spiracy. The evidence will show that such participation by the Leader- 
ship Corps in the conspiracy embraces such measures as anti-Semitic 
de, wer crimes committed against members of the Allied forces, 


nrocram, mcasurcs to subvert anc under- 


participation in the fereed-labor ? 
minc the Christian religicn and persecute the Christian clergy; the 


plundering and spoliation cf cultural and other prcperty in other

cecupic: territories in Burone, participation in plans and measures 
loadins tc the initiation and nrosccution of aggressive war, and, 

in zencral, the wide variety cf measures embracing the crimcs against 
the peace, wear crimes, anc crimes arainst humanity, as defined ənd 


denounced by the Charter. 


The first item cf cvicence we have to introduce is in connec- 
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tion with the participation of the gaulciter and kreisleiter, in what 
the Nazis describe as the "spontaneous uprising of the people" against 
the Jews throughout Germany on 9 and 10 November 1938. We did not 
intend to introduce by diverting from the text any evidence formerly 
introduced by Major Walsh on the persecution of the Jews, but only 
to show the connection of a few of the Party officials, in connec- 
tion with the assassination of an official of the German Embassy in 
Paris on the 7th of Ncvembero 

The evidence relating to these progroms has been thoroughly 
presented in connection with the prosecution's evidence and other 
phases cf the case, particularly the persecution of the Jews. I 
shall therefore limit myself to two documents, and will request the 
Tribunal to recall that in the teletyped directive from SS-Gruppen- 
fuehrer Heydrich, issued the lOth of November 1938 to all police 
headquarters and SD districts, all chiefs of the State Folice were 
ordered to contact the political leaders in the Gaue and the Kreisearm 
to arrange with these hich officials in the Leadership Corps the or- 
ganization of the so-called spontaneous demonstrations s,ainst the 
JEWS o 

The evidence previously presentcd shows that pursuant to 
this cirective a large number of the Jewish shops and business 
were pillaged and wrecked, synagogues were set on fire, individual 
Jews were beaten up, and large numbers were taken cff to concen 
tration campse This evidence forcibly illustrates the employment 
and participation of all the Kreisleiter anc Gauleiter in illegal 
and inhumane measures designed to further the anti-Semitic program 
which was an originel and continuing objective of the Leadership 
Corps of the Nazi Party. I simply refer again to Exhibit 3051-PS5, 
U. S. Exhibit Noe 240, and simply call your Honor's attention to 
the different political leaders that were named in that document, 
and I will nct attempt to read nor refer to it avaine 


Diverting again from the text, I want to offer at this time 
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in evidence == 

THE PRESIDENT: Colonel Storey, is it addressed to these varicus 
rank in the Leadership Corps? 

COLONEL STOREY: Your Honor, I notice on the first page it is 
addressed =- I am not good in reading German == but to the State Police, 
to the SD, and to some other €D officials. 

THE PRESIDENT: What has that got to do with the Leadership Corps? 

COLONEL STOREY: It has to co with directions to Party offi- 
cials to take part in these demonstrations. In other words, through 
certain officials of the Leadership Corps this directive was dis- 
patched and directede 

THE FRESIDENT: Are you sure that State Police anc SD aren't 
any of these rank in the Reich leadership? 

COLONEL STOREY: If your Honors will refer to this original 
chart, this big one, you will notice that the SA, the SS, and several 
other of the organizations are listed on the left-hand part of that 
big charts I think it is in the folder there cn your Honor's deske 
In other words, a close cxaminaticn of that directive will show that 
they were to contact different political leacers in connection with 
the carrying into effect of this demcnstration of the 9th and 10th of 
Novembere That is the only purpose for which it is offered, It 
has been introduced in evidence, but the reason I mention it at this 
time -- 

THE PRESIDENT; I can't see that it shows it. It seems to 
me to be a letter from the Chief of the Security Folice to all head- 
quarters and stations of the State Folice, 

COLONEL STOREY: I don't have the English translation before 
me at tkis moment, your Honor, 

THE FRESIDENT: Well, go one 

COLONEL STOREY: I now offer inevidence document 3063, Ue Se 
Exhibit 332. This was a report from the Chief Party Judge Buck to the 


defendant Goerins dated the 13th cf February 1939 concerning actions 
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taken by the Suprere Party Court tor e::esses in connec‘sion with the 
Cemonstraticn of the 9th ani lOth of Novemt ər 1938. I con't be- 
lieve this, if your Honors pleace, is in the document becl = 3062 
THE FAESINENT: Yes, t ise 
COLONEL S’OREY: I bep your pardon. | did not remember whether 
it was in here.

The first paragraph, page sevene 

Now I turn to illustrate the crimes against the Allied airmen. 
The members of the Leadership Corps of the Nazi Party varticinated in 
and share the responsibility for the murder, beating, and ill-treatment 
of Allied airmen who landed in German or German-controlled territory. 
Many Allied airmen who hailed out of disabled planes cover Germany were 
not treated as prisoners of war, but were beatcn and murdered by German 
civilians with the active condonence, indeed at the instiration of some 
of the Leadership Corps of the Nazi Partye Such a course of conduct by the 
Leadership Corps represented a flagrant and deliberate violation by the 
German Government of its oblisstions under the Geneva Convention to pro 
tect prisoners of war against acts of violence and ill-treatment. 

As shown by Document 2:73-PS =-=- it is not necessary to turn to that =-=- 
which is a list of the Reichsleiter of the Nazi Party appearing in the 
National Socialist Yearbook of 1943, and by Document 2903, which is this 
large chart, Heinrich Himmler was the Reichsleiter of the Nazi Farty and 
thus 2 top official of the Leadership Corps by virtue of his positions as 
Reichsfuehrer of the SS and Delerate for German Folkdome I now offer 
in evidence an oririnal order sizned by Himmler, Document %-1110, as 
UeSeAw E xhibit No. 333. 

THE PRESIDENT: Do you mean 110? 

COLONEL STOREY: R-110. It is rirht at the last of the document, 
if your Honor please. 

THE RESIDENT: Yes. 

COLONEL STOREY: And that is on original sirned by Himmler himself, 
and it is dated 10 Aucust 1943, ond I quotes 

"It is not the task of the police to interfere in clashes between 


Germans and Enclish and Americon terror fliers who have bailed out." 
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This rder was transr*ttcd in writin- to all senior exec :tive SS and 
nalice officers, and orall:? to t.eir subordinnte offivers and tS all 
Gauleiterss s sr own in Document 2473, and sy the cha.., Joseri Gocbbels:- 

THE RESIDENT: I was only thinking that the police aren't part of 
the Leadershin Coipsj are ticy 

LONEL STOREY; But Hirsale-, if your Honor nlease, combined the 
office himself of the Reichsfuonrer of the SA and lenier of the German 
police. Fə was an officer of the state; he was su ¿ficer of the Farty; 
and he issued this to officia 3 of the Le:dership Coros. 

MR. BIDDLE: Then your .cught would be tho" this orter of Himmler's

Om the 80th of May 194% the defendant Bormann, Reichsleiter and 
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Chief of the Party Chancellory, issued a circular letter on the 

subject which furnishes indisputable proof that Dritish and American 

fliers, who were shot down, were lynched by the German populations 

I offer this circular letter of the Defendant Dormann into evidence, 
. 324 

Document O57=PS, UpSeAe Exhibit _ it is up towards the tope Have 

you got the original books Document 057-PS. 

After alleging that in recent weeks English anc American flicrs 
had repeatedly shot children, womens peasants, and vehicles when on 
the highway, Bormann then states. as follows in the sccond paragraph 
of the English translation. I quote: 

"Several instances have occurred where members of the crews of 
such aircraft, who have bailed out or who have mace forced landings, 
were lynched on the spot immediately after capture by the populance, 
which was incensed to the hi hest degree. No police measures or 
criminal proceedings were invoked against the German civilians who 
participated in these incidentse" 

The attcntion of the Tribunal is particularly invited to the fact 
that this letter of the Defendant Bormann is distributed through the 
chain of command of the Leadership Corps of the Nazi Party, expressly 
mentioning on the distribution list Reichsleiter, Gauleiter, Kreis= 
leiter, and leaders of the incorporatec and affiliated organizations 
of the Party. The defendant Dormann requested in the first paragraph 
of the second page, which is found in the English translation, that 
the local group leaders (Ortscruppenlciter) be informed of the 
contents of his circular letter orally only-—by oral mcans» 

The effoct of Reichsleiter Bormann's circular letter may be scen 
in an order dated 25 February 1945,3 which I now offer in evidence, 
and it is Exhibit I-15, U.S. Ao Bxricit 3250 It is an order from 
Albert Hoffman, an important member of the Leadership Corps by 
virtue of his position as Gauleiter and National Defense Commissioner 
of the Ga Wstfalen—Southe Document I-15). It is up near the 
first, and it is addressed to all Country Councillors, mayors, police 


officials, and to county leaders anc county chiefs of the Volkssturme 
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The order reads in part, and I quote: 

"Fighter bomber pilots who are shot down are not to be 
protected against the fury of the peoplee I expect from all 
police officers that they will refuse to lend their protection 
to those gangster typese Authorities acting in contradiction 
to the popular sentiment will have to account to mee All 
police and gendarmerie officials are to be informed immediately 
of this, my attitude." 

The obligations — 

THE PRESIDENT: Who is Hoffman? 

COLONEL STOREY: Albert Hoffman was a member of the Leader- 


ship Corps by virtue of his position as Gauleiter and National 


Defense Commissioner of the Gen W stfalen-Southe Iņ this con- 
nection, if your Honor please, l quote the provisions of the 
Geneva Convention, 27 July 1927, Article 2, which provides =- 
and I simply ask the court to take judicial knowledges: 

"Prisoners of war are in the power of the hostile powers 
but not of the individuals or corps who have captured them. 

"They must at all times be humancly troated and protectedy 
particularly against acts of violence, insults, and public 
curiosity» 

"Measures of reprisal against them arc prohibited." 

THE PRESIDENT: Is that the 190/— 

COLONEL STOREY: 1929, the Gcneva Convention dated 27 July 
1929, anc bein; Article 2, and it was also ratified by Germany 
and the United States, It is clear from the foregoing quoted 
provisions that the Geneva Prisoncrs of War Convention imposes 
upon its signatorics the strictest obligations to protect its 
prisoners of war from violencee The cvicence just presented 
shows that the German State violated this provision, The cvicence 
also proves that membors of the Leadership Corps of the Nazi Party 
participated in the conspiracy to incite the Gcrman civilian 


population to take part in these atrocities. 
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Now I next turn to some illustrative crimes against forcicn 
labore 

On 13 September 1936, Reichsleiter of the Party Organization, 
Dre Loy, addressed 20,000 people attending a session of the Party 
Congress, The official account of the Party Rally statcs that the 
Fuchrer was reccived with "enthusiastic shouts of exaltation" when 
he strode through the hall with his deputy, his constant retinuc, and 
several Reichsleiter and Gauleiter,g I am referring to Document 2283-— 
PS, and it is the Voelkisher Beobachter for 14 September 1936, page 
1l which we offer, In his speech, licichslciter Ley states that he 
had been mystificd when the Fuchrer ordered him in "mid-April 1933 
to take over the trade untonSees,, since I could not see any connection 
between my task as Opgenizational Leacer of the Party and my new 
taske" Ley continucs by stating that very soon it became clear to 
him why his responsibilities as Reichsleiter of the Party Organization 
and Leader of the German Labor Front mece logical his selection by 


` 


the Fuchrer as the man to direct the smashing and cissolution of the 


frec trade unions in Germany; and I guote from the documents: 


"Very SOONpeeseyour Cecision, my Fuchrer, became clear to

me and IL recognized that the organizational measures of the 
Party could only come to full fruition when supplemented by 
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the organization of the people, that is to say by the 

mobilization of the enércies of the people and by their 

concentraticn and alignment... My tasks as Reichsleiter of 

the Party Organization and as a Leacer of the German Labor Front 

were a completely homogeneous task; in other words, in 

everything I dii} I acted as Reichsleiter of the Party 

Orzanizationee.-The German Labor Front was an institution 

ef the Party anc was led to it. The German Labor Front had 

to be orzanized rezionally...according to the same principles 

as the Party. That is why trace union and employee 

associations hac! to be smashed unrelentingly, and the basis 

of construction was formed, as in the Party, by the cell 

and the local section..." 

On 17 October 1944, Reichsleiter Rosenberg sent a letter to 
Reichsleiter Bormann which I intro uce as Document 327-PS, U.S.A. Exhibit 
338, informing the latter that he had sent a telezram to Gauleiter 
urging them not to interfere in the liquidation of certain listed 
companies ana banks under his supervision, Rosenberg emphasizes to 
Bormann that any "delay of liquidation or..incependent confiscation 
of the property by the Gauleiter would impair or destroy an organized 
plan" for the liquidation of a vast amount of property, 

On 7 November 1943, the Chief of the General Staff of the Armed 
Forces delivered a lecture at Munich to the Reichsleiter and Gauleiter. 

I now refer to Document L-172, previously introduced in evidence as U.S.A, 
Exhibit 34. The Chief of Staff stated that his object was to tive a 
review of the strategic position at the outset af the fifth year of war; 
anc he stated that he realized that the Political Leaders in the Reich and 
Gau areas, in view of their burdensome tasks in supporting the German 

War Effort, were in need of information he could give. He stated, in 
part, as follows: 

"Reichsleiter Bormann has requested me to vive you a review 

tœday of the strategic position in the bezinning of the 


‘fifth year of war. 
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No one = the Fuehrer has ordered = may know more or be told 

more than he needs for his immediate task, but I have no 

doubt at all in my mind, gentlemen, but that you need a 

great deal in order to be able to cope with your tasks. 

It is in your Gau, after all,...that al the enemy 

propaganda, ani the malicious rumors concentrate that 

try to find themselves a place among our people,....Avainst 

this wave of enemy propaganda and cowardice you need to 

know the true situation, anc, for this reason, I believe 

that I am justified in ziving you a perfectly open and 

uncovered account of the state of affairs...." 

Reichsleiter Bormann (istributed to all Reichgleiter, Gauleiter, 
anc. leaders of Party affiliated organizations, by an uncated letter of 
transmittal which is Vocument 656-PS, U.S.A. Exhibit 339, on the National 
Socialist Party stationery, signec by Bormann, an order of the Supreme 
Command of the Wehrmacht, relating to self-defense by German guard 
personnel anc German contractors and workers against prisoners of ware 
The orcer of the Wehrmacht referred to states that the question of 
treatment of prisoners of war is continually being discussed by Wehrmacht 
and Party bureaus. The order states that should prisoners of war 
refuse to obey orders to work, the guards have "in the case of the most 
pressing need anc danger the right to force obedience with the weapon 
if he has no other means. He can use the weapon as much as is necessary 
to attain his goal sees" 

On 18 April 194, Reich Commissar Lohse, Reich Minister for the 
Occupied Eastern Territories, in a letter to Reich Youth Leader Axmann, 
proposed that the Hitler Youth participate in and supervise the military 
education of the Estonian and Latvian Youth. I now offer in evidence 
Document 347—PS, U.S.A. Exhibit 340. Lohse states in the above letter 
that "in the military education camps, the young Latvians are trained 
uncer Latvian leaders in the Latvian language not because this is our 
ideal, but because absolute military necessity demands this." Lohse 


further stated in the above letter that: 
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"s.in contrast to the Germanic peoples of the West, military 
education is no longer to be carried out through voluntary 
enlistments but through lezal conscription. The camps in 
Estonia and Latviae.ewill have to be under German Leadership 
and, as military education camps of the Hitler Youth, they 
must be a symbol of our educational mission beyonc Germany's 
borders». I consider the execution of the military education 
of the Estonian and Latvian youth not only a military 
necessity,but also 2 war mission of the Hitler Youth 
especially., I would be thankful to you, Party member Axmann, 
if the Hitler Youth would put itself at our disposal with the 
same readincss with which they have so far supported our work 
in the Baltic area." 

An order of the Reich Minister of the Interior, Frick, dated 
22 Uctober 1938, which is Document 133-PS, of which I ask the Court 
to take jucicial notice, proviced as foilows: 

"The Reichsfuehrer SS anc the Chief of the German Policeée.. 

can take the administrative measures necessary for the 

maintenance of security and order, even beyond the legal 
limits otherwise set on such measures." 

The above order related to the administration of the Sudeten- 


German territory. 
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In a letter dated 23 June 1943, our document Noe lio7=PS VIy 
already in evidence as U.SeaAe Exhibit No, 209, Gauleiter and 
Plenipotentiary for the Direction of Labor, Fritz Sauckel, wrote 
to Hitler advising him of the success of the forced labor program 
as of that cate and statin, that, and I quotc, as follows: 

"You cen be assured that the District of Thucringen (Gau) 

and I will serve you and our dear people with the employ= 

ment of all strengthe.." 

I now offer in cvičence Document 630—PS, UeSeA. Exhibit 32. 
If your Honor please, I call attention that this is on the personal 
stationery of Adolph Hitlerə It is catcd 1 September 1939. It is 
addressed to Reichsleiter Rouhler and Doctor of Medicine Brandt, 
it looks like, and it is signed by Adolph Hitler, I quotes 

"Reichsleiter Bouhler and Dre Branct, MaDe, arco charged with 

the responsibility of enlarging the authority of certain 

physicians to be desi nated by name in such a manner that 
persons who, according to human judgment, are incurable cany 
upon a most careful, ciagnosis of their concition of sickness, 
be accorded a mercy ceathe 

Signe de A 9 H4 tler z " 


A handwritten note on the face of the document states: 


"Given to me by Douhler on 27 åugust 1940, Signed: 
Dre Gucertnere" 


In a memorandum recording an agrcement between himself and 
Himmler, the Minister of Justice Thicrack stated that, on the 
suggestion of Reichsleiter Dormann, an agreement had been reached 
between Himmler and himsclf with respect to "special treatment at 
the hands of the police in cases where judicial sentences are not 
severo Cnoush," 

\ . 

I will offer Document 65h=—PS, U,Se Exhibit 218, which had 
been previously introcuced, and I want to quote a portion of it: 
"The Reich Minister for Justice will decide whether and 
when special treatment at the hands of the police is to 

be applied. The Reich Fuchrer of SS will send the reports, 


which he sent hitherto to Reichsleiter Dormann, to the 
Reich Minister for Justices" (Underlining supplied) 






If the views of the Reich Fuchrer of SS and the Reich Minister 
for Justice Cisagreed, 


"the opinion of Reichsleiter Bormann will be brought to bear 
on the case, and he will possibly inform the Fuchrers.." 
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If the views of the Reich Fuchrer of SS and the Reich Minister 
for Justice disagreede 

"the opinion of Reichsleiter Bormann will be brought to bear 
on the case, and he will possibly inform the Fuchrer," 

In the above note it is further stated: 

"The delivery of anti-social elements from execution of their 
strtence to the Reich Fuchrer of SS to be worked to deathe Persons 
uncer protective arrest, Jews, Gypsies, Russians and Ukrainians, 
Poles with more than threc=ycar sentences, Czechs and Germans with 
more than cizhteyear stentbences, according to the decision of the 
Reich Minister of Justice, First of all the worst anti-social 
elements amongst those just mentioned are to be handed over, I shall 
inform the Fuchrer of this throuch Reichsleiter Bormann," 

With respect to the "administration of justice by the people", 
the writer states: 

"This is to be carricd out step by step as soon as possiblee 
I shall rouse the Party particularly to cooperate in this scheme by 
an article in the Hohcitstrazer." 

Ind Your Honors have already seen copies of that publications 
I will now skip paragraphs 16 and 17. 

A letter from RSHA, (Reich Security Main Office) to police 
chiefs, dated 5 November 192, recites an agreement between the 
Reich Fuehrer SS anc the Reich Minister of Justice, approved by 
Hitler -- I call attention of Your Honors to the red border around 
this original and then having the Party sed on it -- providing 
that ordinary criminal procedure was no long to be applied to Poles 
and members of the Eastern populations, The agreement provided that 
such people, including Jews and Gypsies, should henceforth be turned 
over to the police. The principles applicable to a determination 
of the punishment of German offenders, including appraisal of the 
motives of the offender, were not to be applied to Foreign offenderse 
I quote from page 2 of the documents 

"The offense committed by a person of foreign extraction is 


not to be regarded from the view of legal retribution by way of 


justice, but from the point of view of preventing dangers through 
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police actione 

From this it follows that the criminal procedure against 
persons of foreign extraction must be transferred from Jystice 
to the Policce The preceding statements serve for personal 
information, There are no objections if the Gauleiter are informed 
in the usual form should the need arisce" 

I now skip paragraphs 19 and 20 of the text. I next refer to 
document 1059-PS, previously introduced in evidence as UseSelle Exhibit 
147o 

In a speech to a gathering of persons intimately concerned 
with the Eastern problem on 20 June 191, Reichsleiter Rosenberg 
stated. that the Southern Russian territorics and the Northern 
Caucasus would have to provide food for the German people. I quote 
Rosenber;:'s words: 

"e see absolutcly no obligation on our part to feed also 
the Russian people with the products of that surplus territorye 
We know that this is a harsh necessity, bare of any feclingse"

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Gauleiter Vagner of the German-occupiec Areas of Alsace, pre-

pared plans and took measures leading to the expulsion and deporta- 
tion of certain groups within the Alsation civil population. His 
plans callec for the forcible expulsion of certain categories of so- 
called undesirable persons, as 2 means of punishment and compulso 
Germanization. The Gauleiter supervised ceportation measures in 
Alsace from July to December, 1940, in the course of which 105,000 
persons were either expelled or prevented from returning. A memo- 
randum dated h August 1942 of a meeting of high SS and police offi- 
cials, convened to receive the reports and plans of the Gauleiter 
relating to the Alsation evacuations, states that the persons 

deported were mainly "Jews, Gypsies and other foreirn racial elements, 
criminals, asocial and inecurably insane persons, as well as Frenchmen 
and Francophiles." The memorandum further states the Gauleiter stated 
that the Fuehrer had given him permission "to cleanse Alsace of all 
foreign, sick, or wmreliable elements"; and that the Gauleiter em- 
phasized the political necessity for further deportationse The 
memorandum further records that the SS and police officials present 
at the above conference approve the Gauleiter's proposals for further

I now skip over to t.3 next paragraph 2he 

A memorandum by Reichsleiter Bormann of a conference mllec by 
Hitler at his headquarters, 16 July 1941, which I now offer in evi- 
dence as Document L-221, U.S.A. Exhibit No. 317. I'm sorry. That 
one was quoted this mrning. The only purpose in referring to it 
is in connection with the Reichleiter. I believe Mr. Harris quoted 
from that document this morning, and I'll not read the quotation. 

I call attention, however, that this conference was attended 
by Reichleiter Rosenberg, Reich Minister Lammers, Field Marshall 
Keitel, the Reich Marshall, and Bormann, and lasted about 20 hours, 
The memorandum states that the discussion cccurred with respect to 
the annexation by Germany of various parts of conquered Europee The 


memorandum also states that a long discussion took place with respect 
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. to the qualifications cf other Gauleiter and commissioners for the 
administration of various areas of occupied Russiae Goering stated, 
according to the memorandum, that he intended to appoint Gauleiter 
Terboven for the “exploitation of the Kola Peninsula; the Fuehrer 
Azrcese" 

I believe the next portion has beenquoted, too. I now pass to 
the participation of Leadership Corps of the Nazi FYarty in subversion 
of the Christian Church anc persecution of the clergy and cite some 
illustrative crimes. 

The evidence relating to the systematic effort of the defendants 
anc co-conspirators to eliminate the Christian churches in Germany has 
been previously introduced in UsSeAe Exhibit "H", which is a cocument 
bock eontaining the procfs with respect to the Nazi efforts to eliminate 
the Christian church. The evidence now tc be presentec is limited to 
proving and pointin: up the responsibility of the Leadership Corps of

the Nazi tarty anc the members thercof for illegal activities against 
the Christian church and clerpye 

The defendant Bormann, who was a Reichsleiter and Chief of the 
Nazi Party Chancellery, issued a secret decree addressed to all 
Gauleiter, entiticd "Relationship of National Socialism and Christian- 
ity." And that's Document D-75, Ues. Exhibit 348. In this decree 
Reichletier Bormann flatly declares that National Socialism and 
Christianity are incompatible and that the influence of the churches 
in Germany must be ecliminatede I quote from pertinent portions of 
this cecree beginning with the first p2razraph thereof, top of page 
3, which reads as foliows: 

"Notional Socialist and Christian concepts are irreconcilable. 
Our National Socizlist iceology is far loftier than the concepts of 
Christianity, which, in their essential points, have been taken over 
from Jewry. For this reason, also, we do not need Christianity. If, 


therefore, in the future, your youth learns nothin, more of this 


Christianity, whose doctrines are far below ours, Christianity will 
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Ciseappear by itself. It follows from the irreconcilability of National 
Socialist and Christian concepts that a strengthening of existing cone 
fessions and every cemand of originating Christian confessions is to 
be rejected by us. A differentiation between the various Christian 
confessions is not to be made here. For this reason, also, the 
thought of an erection of an Evangelical National Church by merger of 
the various Evanrelical Church has been definitely given up, because 
the Evangelical Church is just as inimicable to us as the Catholic 
Churche <Any strengthening of the Evangelical Church would merely 
react against use 

"For the first time in German History, the Fuehrer consciously 
and completely has the leadership of the people in his own hande With 
the Farty, its components, and attached units, the Fuechrer has 
createc for himself, and thereby the German Reich Leadership, an

makes him independent of the Church. All influences which might impair or 
damage the leadership of the people exereised by the Fuchrer, with the help 

of the NSDAP, must be climinated. More and more the people must be separated 
from the churches and their organs, the pastors. Of course, the churches must 
end will, seen from their viewpoint, defend themselves against this loss of 
POWEL e But never again must an influence on leadership of the people be 
yielded to the churches. This influence must be broken completely and 
finally. 

"Only the Reich Government anc, by its direction, the Party, its components 
and attached units have a right to leadership of the peoplee Just as the 
deleterious influences of astrologers, seers and other fakirs are eliminated an 
suppressed by the State, so must the possibility of Church influence also be 
totally removed. Not until this has happened, does the State Leadership have 
influence on the individual citizens. Not until then are people and Reich 
secure in their existence for all the future." 

I next offer in evidence document O070-FS, towards the beginning, USA 
Exhibit 349, which is a copy of a letter issued from Porman 's office, ¢c ated 
25 April 1941, to the defendant Rosenberg, in his capacity as the Fuchrer's 
Representative for the supervision of the entire mental and ideological 
training and education of the NSDAP. In this letter Bormann's office states 
that measures have been taken leading to the progressive cancellation of 
mornin: prayers and other relizicus services and their substitution by Nazi 
mottos anc sloranse I quote fromthe first paragraph of document 070-PS, 
which reads as follows: 

"ye are inducing schools more and more to reduce and abolish 

relisious mornin services. Similarly the confessional and 

zeneral prayers in several parts of the Reich have already 

been replaced by national socialist mottose I wuld be 

crateful to know your opinion on a future national socialist 

mornin: service instead of the resent confessional morning 

sorvices which are usually conducted once per week eeeee" 

In a letter from Reichsleiter Bormann to Reichsleiter Rosenberg cated 


22 February 1940, Document 098-PS, USA Exhibit 350, which I offer in evidence, 
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Bormann declares to Rosenberg that the Christian relicion and National Socialism 
are incompatible. Bormann cites, as examples of hostile divergence between 
Naziism and the churches, the attitude of the latter on the racial question, 
celibacy of the priests, monasteries an? nunneries, etc. Bormann further 
declares that the churches could not he subjugate. through compromise, but only 
through a new philosophy of life as prophesied in Rosenberg's writinzse In 
the above letter, Bormann proposes the creation of a National socialist Catechis: 
in order to give that part of the German youth which declines to practice 
confessional relizion, a moral foundation, and to lay a moral basis for 
National Socialist doctrines which are gradually tosupplant the Christian 
relircions,. Pormann suggests that some of the Ten Commandments could be merved 
with the National Socialist Catechism and states that a few new Commandments 
Should be added, such as: Thou shalt be courageous; Thou shalt not be 
cowardly; Thou shalt believe in God's presence in the living nature, animals, 
and plants; Thou shalt keep your blood pure; etce Deputy of the Fuehrer 
Bormann concludes that he considers the problem so important that it should be 
disovesed with the members of the Reich Directorate as soon as possibles 
I quote from the 5th paragraph of the lst page of the English translation 
of document 098-PS, which reads as follows: 
"Christianity and National Socialism are phenomena which oririnated 
from entirely different basic causes, Both differ fundamentally so 
stronely, that it will not be possible to construct a Christian teaching 
which would be completely compatible with the point of view of the 
National Socialist ideology; just as the communications of Christian 
faith would never be able to stand by the ideolory of National Socialism 
in its entiretyee.." 
and then I quote from the last para;raph on page 5 of that document: 
"The Fuchrer's deputy finds it necessary that all these questions should 
be thoroughly discussed in the near future in the presence of the Reich 
leaders (Reichsleiter) who are especially effected by themeececee" 


(End of quotation. ) 
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I next offer in evidence Document 107-PS. 

THE . RESIDENT: Do you surrest that the Blockleiters would have to 
be present for that discussion? 

COLONEL ET REY: Your Honor, in connection with the policy directives, 
the security of the sect goes from the top to the bottom and if that. 
policy is adopted, they may by directive start at the Blockleiter. He says 
to discuss it in connection with the Reichsleiters who are the arty 
Directors, ani I assume that if the barty Directors establish it as a 
policy, then they were to issue appropriate directives to the other sub= 
ordinate members. Mr. Lambert hos sugeested also that it wouldn't he 
possible to discuss this matter with all the leadership corps and there- 
fore they tiscussed it with Party Directors, 

MR. BI CDLE: Does that show that he discussed it with the Directors? 

COLONEL STOREY: No, that doesn't follow, but it shows that it was 
a subject of discussion for the Board of Directors of the Nazi Tarty. 

THE i RESIDENT: Yes, hut the question is, who are the Directors? 

COLONEL STOREY: Five or six of them sit here, a total of sixteen. 

THE rRESIDENT: Yes, but I thourht that you were asking us to declare 
the whole of the organization down to the Blockleiters os criminale 

COLONEL STOREY: That is true, your Honor, but this is >ne instance 
of criminality of the organization and we can't prove at each state that 
all of them knew about it. We are trying to select different offenses and 
different crimes that were committed within the Partye 

I next offer in evidence document 107-PS, U.S.A. Exhibit 551, which 
is a circular letter, dated 17 June 1938, addressed by the defendant 
Bormann, as Reichsleiter and deputy of the Fuehrer, to all Reichsleiter 
and Gauleiter. Bormann's letter encloses a copy of rules, nrepared by 
Xeichleiter Hierl, setting forth certain restrictive remulntio ns with 
respect to participation of the Reich Labor Service in relirious 
celebrations. I quote pertinent portions of the directions issued by 


Reichsleiter Hierl, beginning with the first paragraph in Hierl's list of 
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directions set forth on page one of the English translation of document 
107= S, which read as follows: 
"The Reich Lahor Scorvico is a training school in which the German 
youth should be educated to national unity in the spirit of 


National Sccialism... 


“het relirious belicfs 2 person has is not a decisive factor, 
but it is decisive that he first of all feels himself a Germane 


“Every religious practice is forbidden in the Reich Labor Service 
because it disturbs the comrnadelike harmony of all working men ond 
womene 

"On this basis, every varticipaticn of the Reich Labor Service in 
churchly, that is relitious, arrancements and celebrations is not 
possible." 

The Tribunal will arcrecinte that the position of the defendant 
Bormann as deputy cf the Fuchrer of the Leatership Corps of the Nazi Party 
and chief of the Nazi Party Chancellery, snd the rosition of the defendant 
Rosenberg as the Fuchrer's Representative, for the whole spiritual and 
philosophical education of the Nazi Party sive to the views of these 
defendants on relicion and relici-us “olicy the hirhest cfficial backing. 
The anti-Christian utterance an policies of these two defendants reveal 
a community of mind anc intention amongst the mst pow"rful leaders of 
the party which was amply confirmed, as the evicence will shb", by the 
actual treatment of the churches since 1933 and thr urhout the course of 
the conspiracy., I now offer in evidence document 23496PS, USA, Exhibit 
Noe 552, which is an excerpt from the book "The Myth of the 20th Century", 
written by the defendant Rosenberg. I quote from that documents: 

"The idea of honor = national honor = is for us 
the beginning and the end of cur entire thinking 
end doine, It does not admit of any equal-valued 
center of force along side of it, no matter of 
whit kind, neither Christian love, nor the Frees 
Masonic humanity, nor the Roman philosophy." 

I now offer in evider> eden 3-48-PS, UeSsAe Exhibit Noe 353, 
which is a Gestapo telesram, dated 24 July 1938, dispatched from Berlin 
to Nurnberg, dealing with demonstrations and acts of violence narainst 


Bishop Sproll in Rottenburr.e. The Gestapo office in Berlin wired its Nurn- 


berg office a teletype account received from its Stutteart office of 
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"The Party on 23 July 1939 from 2100 on carried out the third demon- 
stration against Bishop Sproll, Participants, about 2500-3000 were brought 
in from outside by bus, ete, The Rottenburg populace ag2in cid not par- 
ticipate in the demonstration, This town took a rathr hostile attitude 
toward the demonstrations, The action got conipletely out of hand of the 
Party member responsible for it. The cemonstrators stormed the palace P 
beat in the gates and doors, About 150 to 200 people forced their wey 
into the palace, searched through the rooms, threw files out of the 
windows and rummaged through the beds in the rooms of the palace. One bed 
was ignited, The Bishop was with irchbishop Groeber of Freiburg and the 
ladies and gentlemen of his menage in the chapel at prayer, <Abcut 25 to 30 
pcople pressed into this chapel ani molested those present, Bishop Groeber 
was taken for Bishop Sproll. He was grabbed by the robe and dragged back 
and forth," 

The Gestapo official in Stuttgart sdded that Bishop Groeber desires 
"to turn to the Fuehrer and Reich Minister of the Interior, Dr. Frick, anew," 
anc the Gestapo official added that he hac found a full report of the den=- 
onstration after "suppressing counter mss meetings," 

On 23 July 1938 the Reich itinister for Church Affairs, Kerrl, sent a 
letter to the Minister of State and Chief of the Praesidium Chancellery, 
Berlin, stating that Bishop Sproll had angered the populntion by abstaining 
from the plebiscite of 10 April. I now offer in evidence cocument No, 
849=PS, USA Exhibit No. 354. In this letter Kerrl stated that the Geuleiter 
and Governor of Wuettemberg had decided that in the interest of preserving 
the State's authority and in the interest of quiet anc. order, Bishop Sproll 
could no longer remain in office, I quote from the third paragraph of the 
first page of the document, No. 8&49-PS: 

"The Reich Governor had explained to the Ecclesiastical Board that he 
would no longer regard Bishop Sproll as Head of the Diocese of Rottenburg on 
account of his refraining from the election in the office and that he desired 
Bishop Sproll to leave the Gau arcea because he could assume no guarantee for 
his personal safety; that in the case of the return of the Bishop of Rotten- 


burg he would see to it that all person-l anc official intercourse with him 
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on the part of State of 'ices as woll 2s Party offices anc the Armed Yorces 


would be denied," 

Kerrl further states in the above letter that his Deputy had moved the 
Foreign Office, through the German Bubassy ¿t the Vatican, to urge the Holy 
See to persuade Bishop Sproll to vesign his Bishopric, Kerrl concluies by 
stating that should the effort to procure the Bishop's resignation prove 
unsuccessful, "the Bishop would have t. he exiled from the land or there would 
have to be a complete boycott of the Bishop by the authorities," 

THE PRESIDENT: Where is that that you are reacing now? 

COLONEL STOREY: Second page, ne-r the end-=-second page of the Eng lish 
translation, about six lines from the Lottom, 

THE PRESID "ATs ALL right. 

COLONEL STOR..Y;: On 14 July 1% the defendant Bormann in his capacity 
as deputy of the Fuehrer, issued a Party regulation which provided “hat Party 
members centering the clergy or un ertcking the study of theolcgy world have 
to leave the Party. I now offer in evi ence Document 840-PS, USA Exhibit 355, 
anc. this is a copy of a regulation of Bormann, dated 14 July 1939, relating 
to the acmission of clergy and studems of tneolesyy into the NSDAP., I quote 
from the last pare;:reaph of the English translaticn of Document 840-PS, which 
reads as follows: 

"I decree that in the future Part: mui ers who enter the clergy or who 
turn in the study of theology have to l-ave the Party," 

In this directive Bormann also refers to an earlier caecree, dated 
? February 1937, in which he had ruled that the admission of members of the 


clergy into the Party was to be avoided. In this decree als 


u 


o Bormann refers 
with approval to a regulation of the .eich Treasurer of the Party, dated 
10 Way 1939, providing that "Clergym.u, «3 well as cther fellow Germans, who 
are also closely connected with the church, cannot be admitted into the Party," 
I now offer in evidence Docun unt 3208=PS, USA Exhibit 356, which contains 
crpts from the Allocution of His Holness Pope Plus XII, to the Sacred 
College, June 2, 1945, In this address His Holiness, after declaring that he 


had acquired an appreciation of the great qualitics of the German people in 
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the course of 12 years of residence ir their mi ist, expressed the hope 


that Germany coulc rise ts new č gnity ond new life once it had leid the 


satanic specter raisec by National S cinlism anl the guilty have expiated 
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the crimes they have committed. After referring to repeated 
violations by tie Gem:an governvent of the Concordat concluded in 
1933, His Holin ss declared as follows, and I quote from the last 
paragraph of Fage One c° the English translation of Document 3268=FS; 

"The struggle against the Churcn did, in fact, become ever nore 
bitter; there was the dissoluti.n of Catholic organizations; the 
pracual suppression of the flourishin. Catholic schools, both public 
and private; the enforced weanin; c? youth from family and Church 3 
the pressure brought to bear on the conscience of citizenc, and 
especially of civil s.rvants; the systematic <cfamation, by mez.is 
of a clever, closely-oranized pr. aganla, of the Chu~ch, the clergy, 
the faithful, the Church's institutions, teachincs anc. history; he 
closing, Ccissolution, confiscation o relivious houses and other 
ecclesiastical instite. ions; the complete suppression of th Catholic 
press and publishing houses, 

"In the metntime the Holy See itself .ultiplied its representations 
and protests to -overnin,; authcvitics in Germany, reminding them, in 
cloar and enerzetic lnn-uaze, of their duty to respect and filfill tie 
obligations of the natural law itsel: thau were confirmed by the Concordat, 
In those critical years, joinin;,, the «lert vigilance of a Pastor to the 
long-suffering patience of a father, Cur great Prececessor, Pius XI, 
fulfilled his mission as Supreme Pontiff with intr=pid corale, 

"But when, after he had tried 211 neans of persuasi- n in vain, 
he saw himsel" clearl; faced with “:libsarate violations of a so]-mn 
pact, with a religious persecutior masked or open, but always 
rigorously organized, he proclaimed to the world on Passion Sunda. 1937 ; 
in his Encyclical 'lMit brennendcr Sor.e,! what National-Socialism 
really was: the arro:cnt apostasy from Jesus Christ, the ccrial of His 
-octrine and of His work of redemption, the cult of violence, the 
idolatry of race and Llood, the overthrow of human liberty and dignity,
